'J'lin nurnge, character and manhood I 
of the President elect make him Ideally I 
fit for the task, »ald the Mayor, )u con- 
gratulating the Tammany Club for 
its support of Roosevelt's candidacy. , 
Throughout its 32 years of history, 
Mayor Curley declared, the Tammany 
Club has been chiefly characterized by 
•Us singular courage in taking a posi- 
tive stand on politic-I candidate* and 
political Issues.'^ 




Boston, then one of the most "nV"'" 
tant commercial centers on the Atlan- 
tic coast, was just beginning to expe- 
rience an industrial change thai 
resulted in conditions similar to those 
of today, thougii in a less critical de- 
gree. Almost overnight the P'^no 
industry and the iron industry, whlcn 
were mainstays of the city's industrial

McGrath's Public Service 

The new president of the council 
served his first term as president was 
in 19,11. Possessing a dynamic per- 
oonaliiy and the broadest smile in City 
Hall, "Joe" McGrath, as ho Is best 
known, has an impressive record of 
public gervice for a man only 41 years 
old. , 

Ho was a member of the House of , 
Rppiranntativp.-! in 1015-1916, from old 
Ward 20; in 1027-1918, from old Ward 
17. Ho was a candidate for the Sen- ^ 
ate in 1918-19, but was defeated in tlie 
primaries. Ho was returned to public 
office in 1926 as a member of the City 
Council for a two-year term. He was 
a candidate for reelection in ia?7, but 
was defeated at the polls. In 19.30 ho 
returned to the City Council and lias 
served thorn continuously ever since. 

Twice Acting Mayor 

During his service in the Council he 
wa.s made acting Mayor twicu in 1931: 
bv virtuo of his ofliro as president of 
the City Council. The first occasion 
was at the time of the death of James 
M Curley Jr, arid his fathcr'.s trip 
af'irr the fiinrml to Florida for hi:,

ence as acting Mayor was in May, 
1031, when Mayor Curley went abroad 
for six weeks, probably the longest 
period that any chief executive ot the 
city has been ab'sent from the Mayor s 
office in City Hall. 

Occupants of the seat of acting 
Mayor of Boston are, in the pubhc 
mind, placed in line for the steady 
iob as chief executive. This year this 
privilege of the President of the Coun- 
cil may become a more lasting honor, 
if reports that Mayor Curley Is to be 
given a Federal appointment have any 
foundation.

"It is an emergency measure only," 
aicording to Mr Casson, "and it is 
putting a dangerous power in tho 
hands of any one man.

Senator Heni'.v Parkman of Boston, 
in opposition to the measure, declared 
it would upset the whole structure of 
the <ity in regard to municipal em- 
ployment. He declared further that it 
gave too broad authority to the Mayor 
and was a dangerous precedent. He 
quoted from the Mayor's inaugural of 
this year, in which he stated that he 
was reluctant to .■■cck the authority. 

H. Amml Cutter, representing the 
Massachusetts Tax Association and the 
Boston Municipal Research Bureau, 
declared that it wa.s not at their luging 
that the Mayor had (he bill drafted. He 
explained that th" <irganiza1ions were 
willing to allow the Mayor rca.sonable 
authority and added that they favored 
the bill of .Senator Parkman for 
uniform salary reductions.

Mayor Curley planned to tell the 
commissioner at the dedicatory exer- 
cises of one of two new police stations 
yesterday the charges which were later 
made public in the .statement fonn. 
The mayor abandoned his plan to In- 
coi-porate the discussion of vice con-i 
ditlons in either his address at the new 
Berkeley street station or his speech 
at the North street building, when 
Hul.man failed to appear at either 
place. 

The comirilssioner was confined tc 
his home all day with a heav ' cold. 

Meanwhile investigation of i he mur- 
der of Jharles Solomon, whosx. racket- 
eering enterprises Included some of the 
very places which are concerned in the 
vice situation, served to distract activ- 
ity from the probe of charges of police 
protection which Hultman ordered 
Monday.

MAYOR'S STATEMENT 

The mayor's statement criticising the 

IKillre department follows: 

The statements which have ap- 
peared In (jhe press, emanating 
from police heaciquartcrs relating 
to the source of information tipon 
which the department is now act- 
ing, with reference to location of 
.■jpeftkea-sies and vice re.sorts are er- 
roneous and misleading. 

The police department has is- 
sued statements that action is be- 
ing taken upon information re- 
ceived from the mayor's office, 
thereby conveying the impression 
that the department had no knowl- 
edge whatsoever of existing condi- 
tions. The fact is that the in- 
formation impiirted to the police 
commissioner at a conference held 
in the mayor's office recently and 
called for another purix>Ee and at 
which the corporation counsel and 
others were present, was already 
knov,'n to the police commissioner 
who stated that he had leerned of 
the various things discussed in the 
mayor's ofldce .some time prevlotisly. 
The discu,sslon at this conference 
related to the Inactivity on the 
part of the police, who, upon the 
commissioner's own statement, were 
fully aware of what was tran.spir- 
ing in the city with reference to 
(speakeasies and vice resorts. In 
other v7ords, with full knowledge of 
the situation, the police depart- 
ment remained Inactive and, ap- 
parently, helpless, and it was to 
this inactlvitv and helplessness 
that I directed the attention of 
the police commissioner. 

It is evident to me that the pub- 
licity bureau of the police depart- 
ment, anticipating the need for ac- 
tion with reference to certain 
places where the law is flaunted, 
is now seeking to establish an alibi 
for the failure to act prior to this 
time. 

Tlie police department Is not 
subject to either .control or dicta- 
tion by the mayor of Boston, the 
commissioner receiving his ap- 
pointment rwm tile Governor of 
the commonwealth.

Senator I.angone 
appeared before the committee to oppose 
the petition introduced by the aoi-iety 
that places where lewd and obscene shows 
or entertainments are held shall he 
deemed it cf)mmon nuisance. 

The legislator opened his remarks by 
vigorously att.'icking the organization and 
while he was talking Representative John 
T. Comerford of Brookline. a mendier of 
the committee, interruiited him to in- 
riulrc of Senator Hairy li.

Mr Hur- 
ley Is being mentioned in connection 
with the Treasury Department as 
i Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. 



Expect Custom to Stand 

Insofar as Federal jiatronage In 
Massachu.«etts Is concerned, the 
Mas.<iachusett.< Senators expect that' 
the custom of consulting Senators will 
be followed, iln effect the Senators 
from a State representing the same 
party a.s the President usually select 
or recommend candidates for impor- 
tant Federal offices, subject to the 
approval of the appointing power. 

In imlltical circles there has been 
more or less speculation as to what 
influence Mayor James M. Curley 
might be disposed to exert in the dis- 
posltior. of Federal jobs, as the origi- 
nal Roosevelt man in Massachusetts.! 
Mrs Nellie Sullivan of I all River, 
formerly national committeewoman 
from the State, was also a Roosevelt 
supporter and it has been stated that 
she would be consulted in certain 
cases. 

While neither of the Massachusetts 
Senators is quoted it is evident that 
they bclicvB the patronage question 
will not raise a serious p:-nblem as 
between local factions and that their 
wishes will be taken into considera- 
tion in the matter of appointments 
within the State.

fee could not be charged on municipal 
playgrounds. 

Mr Reilly said, in his lette to the 
Mayor, that he is desirous of having 
the schools hold their contests in a 
stadium where admission :auld be 
charged so that the proceeds of the 
gate receipts might be used for the 
purchase of athletic uniforms, tho cost 
of which Is now met by the Individual 
schools. 

"It is a great burden upon the 
schools to be obliged to ouiflt and 
equip their own athli tic tewms with- 
out a.sslstance from he School Com- 
mittee," h- wrote the Mayor. "There 
Is great danger of injury to pupils 
I participating in these games, who, 
carried away by their Snthosiasm, 
'may neglect to use propei equip- 
ment." , . 
I He added that many amateur clubs 
might also have the benefit of such 
a field, and the city could use it foi 
outdoor symphony concerts and foi 
various civic affairs.

Revival o£ Boston's «ea-golng tradi 
, and activity along the waterfront was 
pictured last night by Corporation 
Counsel Samuel Silverman in yester- 
day's report of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission's examiners recommending 
that the free lighterage service now 
provided by rfilroads at the port of ^ 
New York be abolished. f 

He declared that the decision of the 
examiners, who have bean holding hear- 
ings for the past year and a half on 
Mayor Curley's protest against New 
York's practices, marked the first vic- 
tory in the battle to restore Boston's 
port to the commanding position which 
it once held. 

If the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
.-ion approves the findings of its ex- 
aminers, he said, New England ship- 
pers, as well as those of the Middle. 
West will once more ship through Bos- 
ton instead of New York. Boston's ad- 
vantage of being a day nearer Euro- 
pean ports, he said, would draw the 
trade now passing through the port 
of New York, when the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission prevents the rail- 
roads from giving the shippers free 
storage, trucking and lighterage ser- 
vice at New York.

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FREE NEW YORK LfGHTERAGE 
IS HIT IN REPORT TO I. C. C. 

New Jersey and Port of Boston Win One Point 

In Fight For Its Abolition— Service Is Held 

To Take Business From This Harbor 



WASHINGTO>r, Jau 28 (A. P.)_ 
The abolishment of free liKhteraga in 
tho port of New York, sought by New 
Jersey as a boon to industry on tho 
west bank of the Hudson River and 
Newark areas, was recommended to 
the Interstste Commerce Commission 
today by examiner Karl M. Steer. 

The i-uling was a partial victory for 
more than a score of industries on 
the New Jersey shore which held 
they had been penalized by the high 
cost of lighterage in New York Har- 
bor while receiving none of the bene- 
fits. 

The recommendation ag^rred alsc 
with a plea by the port of Boston, 
where it was contended free lighterage 
at New York took business from Bos- 
ton shipping concerns. 

Impossible to Fix Charge 

Although declaring it was impossible . 
to fix the lighterage charge which tho j 
r-ulroads should be compelled to levy, j 
Steer said he believed a charge of three I 
cents per 100 pounds or 60 cents a ton ! 
would be reasonable on all uhipments j 
except bulk grain. If his ix-commenda- 
t:.ms are accepted by the commission, ' 
seven trunk line railroads operating to ! 
tidewater in New Jersey vouM be ob- 1 
liged lo hx additional charges for I 
lighterage and car float .sorvite to out- ; 
bound vessels in New York harbor a.s 
well a.i to remote terminal points, | 

The examiner held, however, that 
aside from the lighterage, car float and | 
trucking charges, the port of New ■ 
York should be maintained as a unit 
for rate-making purposes. 

The recommendation, if adopted by 
the commh-siiion, would p'ace Port New- 
ark and other New Jersey points on 
an equal footing with the rest of the 
port of Now York. 

ISoston Bought the end of free iight- 
erage on tho gro\ind that tho nractice

Now iork at too low a rate, thus 
diminishing the volume of trafflc 
through the New England harbor. The 
examiner agreed that Boston had lost 
business because of New York's free 
lighterage and said he Ihought the im- 
position of a ligiiterage charge would 
aid that port. 



"Of course," the report said, "some 

[ levenuo Josses would result from other 

findings . . . but it Is believed that the 

net result would be quite a substantial 

increase in the carriers' revenues." 

The defending railroads in the suit 
held that the abolishment of free light- 
erage would cut revenues by an amount 
sufficient to threaten their operation in 
New York Harbor. 

The suit, brought by the State of 
New .Jersey and the New Jer.5ey Traf- 
fic Advisory Comnnttee, held that poor 
business conditions along the New 
Jersey harbor front were caused par- 
tially by free lighterage. The examiner 
agreed. New Jersey industries said 
their plea would give the State the 
natural advantages of its geographical 
location. 

With regard to Boston, the examiner 
found that increase of tonnage in thiit 
port has not kept pace with that of 
New York. 

"There can be no doubt," he said, 
"that free ligiiterage gives New York a 
material advantage over Boston, and it 
has been one of the principal reasons 
for New York's drawing commerce 
from Boston. This is proved by New 
York's own evidence that a lighterage 
charge would tend to divert commerce 
to other ports, While this evidence re- 
fers to Philadelphia and Baltimore 
particularly, it i.s apparent that Bos- 
ton would receive the benefit as to New 
Kngland traffic. Of course. New York i 
has many natural and other advan- ■ 
tages which also help it, but that is no

Corporation Counsel Samuel Silver- 
man and Richard Parkhur.'st, vice 
chairman of tho Boston Port Author- 
ity, were notified yesterday that the city '.

merce Commission. ( 

These cases were commenced in 1930 I 
and were tried for a period of over a 
year and a half, with hearings in Bos- 
ton, New York and New Jersey. The 
city of Boston and the Boston Port 
Authority complained that railroads 
serving the port of New York were 
discriminating against the port of Bos- 
ton in that they were performing light- 
erage service, car floatage and truck- 
ing service !'t that port without oo»t 
and included this service as part of 
the line haul rate. No such service 
was rendered at the port of Boston 
by the raih-oads. This free lighterage, 
etc, service at the port of New York 
results in a gratuity to shippers using 
that port, tho complaint alleges. The 
attitude of the railroads serving the 
port of New York results in a prefer- 
ence, an advantage to tho port of New 
York over the port of Boston, and j-e- 
sulted in diverting export trafiic to the 
port of New York that might come to 
the port of Boston, it was claimed. 

The examiner's findings, if sustained 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, undoubtedly will mean that «. 
large amount of export traffic will 
come to the port of Boston which now 
goef to New York.

He holds that this lighterage, 
Involving as it docs in some instiinces the move- 
ment of freit'ht In tug-pulled boijts a di.stance 
of seventeen miles in New York harbor, is a 
distinct service which ought not to be included 
In the railroad line-haul rates. 

All such charges in Boston are paid by the 
.■■hippcr. In New York the railroad meets them. 
Shipper's through New York never know any- 
thing about the cost of hauling freight from 
railhead to ship.'iide. In Boston, there is little 
lighterage, but a good deal of truckage, and the 
shipper always hears of these costs. Our Port 
Authority contends that these two services ought 
to be separated.

The Curley Statement 

Regarding the decision of Examiner 
Steer favoring Boston, Mayor Curley 
last ntght gave out the following 

I statement; 

I "The decision of the examiner, Earl 
N. Steer, of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in the lighterage case in 
which he found In favor of the Port 
of Boston, is indeed gratifying for, 
In my opinion, if the findings rf the 
examiner are su.'stained by the full 
coiiiinission it will mean a revival of 
business through the Port of Boston. 

"The fight to eliminate the prefer- 
ence at the Port of New York and

Legislators Hear News) 
at Hearing on Bi 1 1 '

"No," replied Atty. Casson. 
"That war is over and the dove 
of peace now rest.s over police 
headquarters. That war had 
nothing to do with this matter, j 
however. 

"ThiH bill is filed In order that 
we can enforce our rules and 
regulations relp»'ve to parking. 
This illegal p .ing Is econom- 
ically unsound and unfair to the 
, city as a whole. Tliero is room 
to park between 700 and 800 
automobiles in tiie iiusinesg cen- 
ter of Boston although 130,000 
auiuB travel through that area 
dally." j 

Claude Allen, representing thej 
Boston Chamber of Commerce 
said:

Mayor Tells Contractors 
of Counsel's Euling 



Contractors doiiijf businpss with the 
ity of Boston -n-iU he Informoil tJiat 
ho prevailing wage cannot be cut, 
rrespectlvo of the contractors' jnter- 
irctatlon of the rulinpr of the supremo 
Judicial Court, that the statute mak- 
■HB it a criminal olTensc to pay less 
than the j)revailins waffe is uncon- 
-titutionnl. There remains the civil 
-■contractual relation between con- 
tractor anri city which is not ail'«actPd, 
accorrlinp to Mayor Curley, and failura 
jto pay the prevailing wage is a breach 
(of contract. 

I Yesterday a conference Jit. the o/fic« 
of Mayor Curley was attended by cer- 
tain contractoi'S. memhei's of the 
Pavers' Union and l.'orpnration Coun- 
sel Samuel Silverman. Mr silvrman 
imado his riilin;; and Mayor Curley 
'gave out the followuiR; statement: 

"It appears that a misunclcrslanding 
exists amongst contractors witn re- 
ference to a recent decision of th« 
Supremo .ludicial Court declaring a 
certain provision of the General Laws, 
with reference to prevailing rate of 
wages, imconstitutional. This decision 
merely held that the statute making 
it a criminal oflenso to refrain from 
paying the prevailing rate of wages 
on public works by contractors was 
unconstitutional because of tho terms 
of tho statute with refci-cnco to pre- 
vailing rate of wages was uncertain. 

"The provision in the city contract 
lelating to the requirement of con- 
tractors tliat they nay the prevailing 
lato of wages does not come within 
the purview of this derision, for this 
provision is a. part of (he contract 
agreed to by the contractor and the 
city and is independent of any statuts 
creating a criminal offense tn the 
event of a violation of lis terms. In 
other words, the city can insist that 
the contractor pay the prevailing rate 
of wages as a part of tlie agreement 
entered Into between the contractor 
and tho city. 

"Ccrpnration Counsel .^ilverrtirn to- 
day advised me that In tho event that 
Icomplalnt Is made thnt a contractor 
Is not paying the prevailing rate of 
wages that such a contractor renders 
himself liable for breach of contract 
regardless of the statute pertaining to 
tho payment of the prevailing rate of 
wages by contractors on public 
works."

Stephen J. Gillis 
of headquarters to investigate the graft 
and "bagman" charges. 

It was said that any police official 
accused of accepting graft would be asked 
to allow Anderson and Gillis to scan his 
bank account and go over his financial 
affairs generally. 

So far as known there has been no 
move to obtain the consent of police de- 
partment officials to have their bank accounts investigated. 
Certainly no dci)artmcntal official could refuse, under 
the circumstances, to open his bank accouiit to the appointed 
investigators. By such refusal he would place himself un- 
der positive suspicion. 

Investigation is being made at head(|uarters into the 
failure to teletype the Solomon murder until four hours and 
twenty minutes after the killing, a delay which gave the 
killers ample time to get safely away. 

This certainly is no evidence of a modern, efficient way 
of combating organized crime. A radio call wj:)uld have 
caught these killers and saved much of its own cost in the 
expense of the search alone. 

No inside investigation of the graft and other charges 
will satisfy the public or meet the present needs. 

Let us have an inquiry by an outiside body and establish 
the truth or falsity of the charsres.

The Commis.-iion suggested that city 
might save money by purchasing food- 
stuffs of a somewh.it lower gr.idc, but 
yet wholesome, contending that the hos- 
pital inmates were getting better food 
than people g nerally could afford out- 
side the institutions. 

Officials of tlie Finance Commission 
explained, last night, that the city pur- 
chasing agent, in adveilising tor bids, 
speeifleB that -pnine beef ' nmst i^e sup- 
plied, and that the federal nie.it inspec- 
tors on duty at the hospital receiving 
room conecQUcntly refuse to pass any- 
thing but the best. Yet, according to 
the Finance Coniniiasion attaches, few 
buvcr:i, with the exception of the city, 
purchase "primo beef," as the majority 
ot people are content with a "good 
grade ot choice beef," v/hich Is much 
cheaper. 

Saving by Inspectors 

Respc idlng to the criticism ot the 
Finance Commission, hospital officials 
and representatives of the city supply 
department explained th.it Mayor Cur- 
ley liad insisted upon providing the best 
meats exclusively for the p.Tticnts at 
the City Hospital, the Long Island Hos-

The I'Mnanre Commission praised the

Sustenance for the Spirit 

Is Under Way

Tlie spirit of 
mankind always suffers much Tnortthnn 
tlie flesh, and peri.shes more iiuit-kiy. Yei , 
there is less provision for it in our so- 
cial scheme.

d<jrfe. 

Hut psvcholoBist.s know and are study 
int.- the canker that eats into the psyche 
of people deprived of their normal d.iiiy 
occup.-ilion and, through Lack of income, 
ilepriveii of their usual recreation. Hos- 
icin and Mastachiisi.'tts have led the way 
to a national consideration of tliis special 
problem. 

It Is largely a problem of morale, a, 
humanitarian effort to let those who are 
afflii?ttd lind a jiersonal salvation 
throiiKh active interests of .s..nie kind, 
even it they return no immediaie profit. 
Hut it is al.so a problem of national -ipirit. 
II is a traKii'ally '"'iff transition from 
the "unemployed to the unemployable.'

"Boston's debt continues to go up," 
says the bureau, "but city offlcials are 
disturbed only at the restrictions which 
prevent them from adding more.

At times reacliing the emotional pitch 
of a revival meeting, the prevailing 
note was sounded as the performance 
moved into its crescendo finale wllii

'Connors of Milton, secretary of the 
Ma.sRachusctts Real Estate Owners 
Association. 

"Have pity." slie cried, addressing the 
committee, "on the.se poor taxpayers 
It is blixxi money, earned by the sweat 
of our brow, that the city has taken 
from us. Don't stand between us and 
honest government." 

THREAT NOT TO «'AY 

"If you don't autliorize ihts investi- 
gation." she concluded amid a burst 
of cheers and the thumping of tiie 
cliairman's gavel, "we will not pay a 
cent of Interest on taxes or mortgages!" 
Aa the swell of applauding human 
voices drowned out tlie gavel's protest, 
the hearing was adjourned until next 
Thursday at 3 P, M. 

Sawing the air with tlreles.s gestures, 
thick-necked, stocky Francis Kelly, city 
councilman from Dorchester, loared 
oft repeated charges against Mayor 
Curley and declared, "When you inves- 
tlgatr; the affairs of the chief executive 
of this city, he will make Mayor Walker 
of New 'Vork look like an Innocent babe 
In his motlier's arms." 

In an effort to prove this thesis, the 



.ggresslve young councilman, his black 
lalr slicked back and his chunky phy- 
;lque arrayed in trimly tailored gray, 
Uleged that the city had let contracts 
close to $1,000,000 in 1931" violating 
;hat portion of the city charter which 
!tlpulates that contracts of $1000 or 
:)ver be sub,)ect to open bidding and lie 
publically advertised before bids arc 
i-eceived. 

Declaring that the city "reeked of 
jraft and corruption." Kelly read a 
long series of cases which purported to 
30 instances when tlie low bidder was 
not awarded city contracts which were 
* -eceived. he alleged, "by favored high 
bidders." As he neared the end of his 
nour's address. Kelly attempted to to.ss 
» Ijetition. upon which were 7200 names 
whose owners demand an Investigation, 
upon the dlas before which sal the 
legislative committee. He mis.scd aim. 
however, and the lengthy roll landed 
in the audience. 

As Kelly read hh list of cases which 
he alleged were proof of graft, he 
would pause after each instance and 
.sometimes from a crouching position 
would thunder. "What do you say to 
that, gentlemen'.'" Sometimes he would 
vary this interrogation with the.se ques- 
tions to tlie committee. "Is that graft? 
1 1.3 that corruption'? Or what is if?" 
When citing the difference between the 
amount asked by the low bidder and 
the amount received by the successful 
bidder, he would turn to the audience 
and remark. "It was your hard-earned 
money tliat went to the favored bidder." 
Kelly's api>earance virtually marie up 
the performance. The gist of his 
> charges was the allegation that ti.ore 
'was llttie oi^en, competitive bidding in 
the awarding of city contracts, that hi 
many Instances contracts went to "fa- 
vored bidders" regardless of the bids 
offering lower prices. Moreover, he de- 
clared that in .some instances spccifi- 
cati.-ins were so framed that only one 
firm could successfully meet the specifi- 
cations.

So vigorous were the otitbursts that 
twice Si>eaker Lcvcrett Saltonstall 
threatened to adjourn the hearing and 
clear the auditorlurr unless tha vocif- 
erous remaiiTxi quiet. The crowd, while 
aggressive in attitude, was cynical in 
mood, many of its mnnbers openly de- 
claring that the legislative committee 
would not vot.e an investigation. 

Although Kcily dominated the 
session, it was Mrs. Connors who struck 



the most responsive note when she ad- 

diessed the legislators near the heiT- 
Ing's end. A large woman, dressed in 
brown, wearing spectacles, and terribly 
earnest in manner, iier voice trembled 
and shot sin-illy upward as .she spoke. 

"fs it any wonder that our boys be- 
come crimhials and admire crime wlien 
politicians they admire, set them such 
examples? Don't" — and she pointed a 
flngor at the committee — "stand be- 
tween us and honest government. Per- 
haps our demand is a bitter pill for 
.some of you to swallow. But remember 
that Franklin Roosevelt swallowed a 
bitter 1)111 and now he is Pi-esident of 
the United States. 

"If ,vou don't give us an investiga- 
tion, the next mayor will say the tax- 
payers, the home owners, can get no 
redress from the Legislature and lie 
will be five times worse than the pres- ; 
cnt mayor." 

Tlie Kelly allegations Included 
charges that Matthew Cummings, con- 
tractor, was given many contracts at 
prices well above those submitted by 
lowest bidders and that in addition he 
was allowed "extras" running Into 
thousands of dollars: that the Coleman 
Brothers, contractors, were also given 
contracts at prices considerably higher i 
than those of the lowest bidder and 
tliat the garbage di.sposal contract 
awarded that company was a particu- 
larly flagrant misuse of the people's 
money; that architects fees of 6 per 
cent, arc allowed when numerous ar- 
chitects can be secured on a 3 per 
cent, basis. 

L STREET WIDENING 

Kelly further alleged that Uie city 
paid S46.000 for land condemned in the> 
widening of L street. South Boston, 
altiioiigh the assessed value was but 
$16,000; that although there were 19 
bids for paving contracts in 1932, only, 
three contractors received the work; 
that more than $300,000 in contracts 
of this type were let in 1932 witliout 
public bidding; that on Aug. 17, 1932, 
the city paid '^'U,000 for land at Ruggte 
street and Huntington avenue which 
was a,sse3Eed for $30,300, 

He further declared lliat on Dec, 29, 
1930, the mayor, without advertising 
as stipulated by the city charter, ap- 
proved a contract for $3200 for cutting i 
granite; that lie approved another con-' 
tract for removing iiard coal and a.shci 
from East Boston ferries at a price of 
S2800 ana did not advertise for bidf; 
that lie acted similarly in awarding 
contracts of 839,000 and $5700. 

On Dec. 30. 1930, he continued, "with 
thi, force of clerks the city has in its 
employ the mayor approved a contract 
employing the W A. Dcwcll Company 
to do checking work for $15,000." De- 
claring tht.,. on Dec. 29. 1930. the mayor 
purchased two ncn raUomobiles for the 
city, turning in old ones at prices "out- 
rageously low."

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one mistaken idea continues prevalent 
(regarding the curron. r.lief cmnpaign. 
Thousands of people suppose tliat the 
welfare department of the city of Boston 
will have a share in the proceeds. This 
is not true. The cause of the mlstalcen 
notion is, however, very easy to trace. 
Last year a large part of the community 
fund raised by private subscription was 
indeed given to the city's welfare depart- 
ment. Naturally the public remembers 
this fact and, in the abf^cnco of stront; 
advices to the contrary, tends to suppose 
that what was true in 1932 is still true In 
1933. Whenever an average group of 
people discusses the subject, three of 
four persons are likely to show that they 
have not understood the distinction. Yet 
the truth is certain and clear. The 
proceeds of the present Emergency Be- 
lief Campaign are to go wholly to the 
work of Boston's old-established private 
institutions for social welfare, and not m 
any part to the city. ' 

This fact deserves very definite notice, 
it would seem, on the part of all persons 
who have thus far been inclined to with- 
hold full co-operation from the current 
campaign bccau.se of a belief that the 
city treasury would share in the pro- 
ceeds. As matters now stand in Boston 
any idea that the public welfare depart- 
ment is involved is bound to operate as 
a heavy handicap upon the enthusiasm 
of givers, for there Is no use denying 
the fact that public confidence in the 
city work has been very .seriously shaken. 
That loss of faith has resulted from a 
combination of causes. In ttie first place, 
it is, to a degree, definitely Justified by 
the fact that the c'.tys welfare depart- 
ment does require reorganization of cer- 
itain import mt features of Its executive 
'plan, if it is to admlni.ster with duo 
efficiency and economy the greatly in- 
creased work and the much enlaiged 
Uuuget now aobigneu to it. The laU of 
popular faith results also, however, from 
the flood of sensational publicity given 
the subject some months ago, when the 
word of any police desk-sergeant who 
chose to speak cliarges against tlie wel- 
fare department ^vas immediately printed 
in Boston, even though the sergeant re- 
mained anonymous and the high execu- 
tive officers of the police department 
constantly afflrnied that the information 
Issued at tne station houses was "not 
within their control." 

Today that water has gone over the 
dam, and none of it can be called back.

If Mr. Jtoosevelt succeeds in bringing: 
'about the resi.ijnaiion of Coolidgo th« 
naming of Curle.v would not only con- 
stitute a recognition of his *er\ ices in 
the past camijaign but it would civ* 
the President-elect a forceful and «klll«<l 
advocate in the Senate. 

The appointment of Mayor CurlF.V 
would aiNO &ei'\e to \\^\A to;rether thft 
JJcmocratic party in the Stale and 
make it easier to elect a I>emocratio 
CJovernnr two >ear.s hence. It would 
mean that both Curley and .Senator 
Walsh would run for the Senate 1» 
l!)ji, since under the law it would l>» 
necessary to bold an election at that 
time for the Coolidgc seat. 

Would Resign Before Special Scuien 

If the plan is carried through, Senatni 
iCoolidgo would re.'^i^u previous tn tht 
'calling ot the special scsKion. Undei 
the law, (governor Kl.v would, bo call^ 
upon to fill the vacancy by appointinn 
a successor to Coolidge whether or not 
the Ijcgislature is In session. 

It would not be necessary for Curley 
to resign from the Mayoralty since 11:^ 
special session is not expected to last 
more than two month.", nv.i the regular 
session of Congress is not held until 
[5ecombcr. The city election will b« 
held in .Voveniber.

Finnegan: "Do you mean to say that 
the Mayor can spend money without 
your con.sent?" 

Kelly: "The Council has nothing to 
say about appropriations for school 
buildings." 

Finnc;^an: "Didn't j'ou vote on the 
last higli .school erected?" 

Kelly; "No, sir, you're very miich 
mistaken.'' 

Finnegan: "You certainly did. 1 was 
present in the Co\incil Chamber on Uio 
day you voted for It."

Cummings Demands to Be

Amid catcalls and cheers, hisses and 
jpers. a noisy. l>elligerent crowd of 1000 
packed Gardiner auditorium In the 
Stat£ Hou.'se and for the second time 
■demanded a legi.slative investigation of 
Boston at a hearing yesterday marked 
by frequent cla,shes between Senator 
Joseph Finnegan and advocates of the 
city Inquiry. 

Senator Finnegan, member of the 
legislative rules committee hearing the 
petition for inquiry, flatly announced, 
amid a vocal storm of protest and ap- 
proval, that he -woiild vote against 
authorization of an Inquiry. He In- 
dulg-ed in a flurry of verbal pyrotechnics 
with Alexander Whiteside, prominent 
attorney, one of a series of .speakers who 
declared thai senous consequences 
I would result to Boston unless an In- 
' qulry were voted. Others will advocate 
a city investigation at a third hearing 
to l>e held at 10 A. M. today when 
Mayor Curley's administration will be 
defended and other opponents of the 
proposal will speak. 
' CUMMINGS APPEARS 

Perhaiis the most dramatic moment 
of a dramatic hearing occiured when 
Matthew Cummings. wealthy con- 
tractor, a portly old man with silver 
hair and mustache, pushed through the 
noisy crowd and demanded the right 
to defend himself against the charges 
brought by Pi-ancLs Kelly, city councll- 
iriaii. Kel'iy n!lcgo.s that Cummings 1 a-'i

Kelly's round, ruddy, young lace 
turned toward Cummings and he 
shouted, "I'll put you in jail, Mr. Cuni- 
mlngs!" 

While the audience roared applause 
and derision, Cumniings's son gestured 
pugnaciously toward the counclUnan 
and shouted, "Oh, no you won't, 
Kelly!" 

Rapping for order. Senator Fish, pre- 
siding, told Cummings that he would 
later be given opportunity to answer Ihe 
charges. Scarcely had tlie tumult sub- 
sided when Senator Finnegan asi:ed 
Kelly if he had sought to correct con- 
ditions through appeal to the court.s as 
provided by statute and added that he 
had aUnys fought for the welfare of 
the city. 

"Then here's your chance to do 
something now." Kelly shouted. 

"Well, I'll tell you this," Finnegan 
jflashed. half rising from his chair. 
"No one has sought to influence me. 
You people are too busy fighting among 
yourselves to get anywhere. From the 
evidence I have heard so far, I Intend 
to vote against an investigation and 
save the city $100,000!" 
With Curley proponents whooping in 
, approval, and Curley opponents yelling 
in derision, former Representative 
Thomas Niland of East Boston, arose 
lanrt addressuig Senator Finnegar said. 
"You .-sav you object to this investiga- 
tion because it will cost .SIOO.OOO. If I 
dldnt think it would save $10,000,000, 
I'd be willing to dnip dead now." 

"I warn this committee." said Niland 
in concluding after wholesale charges 
of graft, 'that we (the Massachusetts 
Real Estate Owners As.sociation) will 
nave 100.000 members in three months 
If this Investigation is refused. IXin't 
be foaled by a sad contractor's chorus 
ix any cleverly conceived propaganda. 

"Wo want no revolt. We want no 
.■evolulion. Defeat of this petition will 
tie a blow to the iTublic welfare. A 
former Governor has said, 'I have faith 
,n Massachusetts.' If you really want 
Jio people to have faith in Massachu- 
;o!,t.^-. if you want law and order, vote 
fAr this investigation. It will be op- 
ho.M'd. if It Is opposed, only by guilty 
;onsciences." i 

WHITESIDE CHALLENGED 

Whiteside, who explained that he 
spoke as a citizen of Boston and not as 
,an official of the Ma.ssachu.setts Tax 
jA.ei^oclatiou. liad scarcely started speak- 
iriE; when he aroused the ire of Sen- 
ator Finnegan by .saying that objection 
'io the $100,000 needed for the investi- 
gation was "merely a smoke screen." 

Senator Finnegan's lace flushed and 
he leapid to his feet crying. "Are you 
insinuating that I am erecting a smoke 
ocreen';'" 

Whiteside, tall, bald-headed and im- 
posingly dignified, contented himself 
with the an.swer, "T am." 

"For seven years I have worked for 
tile public welfare." Finnegan shouted, 
"and I'll match my record with yovirs, 
any time. I'm under no obligation to 
anyone and I won't let you gel away 
with such Insinuations." 

Through the roaj of the oro-flfd came 
ihe shout of Samuel Silverman, corpoj- 
ition counsel, who will defend 
Purlejr today. 



Another voice cried; 

"What are you getting out o,f thli, 

Whiteside?" 

Still standing. Senator Finnegan 
asked Whiteside if he was familiar with 
the part of the statute which pt'ovides 
for recourse to the courts In the event 
of maladministration of a municipality. 

"That law is not applicable to this 
situation," Whiteside answered. 

Senato!' Finnegan then read the law 
and Whiteside asked him If he was 
familiar with the decisions of the courts 
relative to it. 

"If you had read the decisions," he 
said, "you would know that the law Is 
not applicable." 

"If you had read the decisions." Fin- 
negan retorted, "you would know thafr 
the law is applicable." 

CROWD REAL FEATLRJE 

The real feature of the session was 
not the speaker, nor the committee, nor 
the declarations made. It was In this 
instance, as It was last Tuesday, the 
crowd. The auditorium was tightly 
and uncomfortably packed w-lth a mass 
of humanity an hour before the hear- 
hig opened. Two thou.sand stormed the 
doors. There was room for but 1000. 

During the hearing an angry mass of 
tho.se excluded beat on the locked door?, 
clamoring vainly for admission. Among 
those excluded was Frederick Connol- 
ly, one of the principal speakers at the: 
first hearing and president of the Mass- 
achusetts Real Estate Owners' Asso-' 
elation which i.s .spon.soring the demand 
for an investigation. Scheduled to 
speak at ye.sterday's hearing, Connolly 
I5leaded with state troopers. State House 
puards. the Senate .sergeant-at-arms 
and others in a vain effort to gain 
entry. 

The crowd was an uniuual one, com- 
po.sed as it vvrf; of Curley admirers, and 
indignant taxpayer-. A.s vocal as were 
I the former, the taxpayers were even 
1 more .so, making indignant asides all 
tliroiigh the meeting, and at its end a 
group of them charged Senator Finne- 
gan and angrily reproved him for an- 
nounci.ig his .stand before the evidence' 
wa.s completed l:!efore tile legislative 
committee, DifTorent from crowds of 
two years ago, this one iX)B5t\s.sed an un- 
dercurrent of bitterness, a result, per- 
haps, of the depression. 

DIXON SPEAKS 

Heni-y J. Dixon, counsel for the 
Massachusetts Real Estate Owners' 
Association, oi^ned the hearing and 

said In part :

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POLITICS AND POLITICIANS

The hearing on the resolve for th» 
appointment of a special commission 
to look into the finances of Boston at* 
traded on the first day of the legis- 
lative committee session laat week thd 
largest crowd ever seen at the State 
House for a committee hearing. The 
attendance fell off during the last two 
days, but the interest in the matter 
continued. 

The backers of the investigation may 
be separated into three classes; tho 
first group consists of high-minded 
citizens who believe large amounts of 
the taxpayers' money are regularly 
misspent or wasted at City Hall, tho 
second group of political and personal 
enemies of Mayor James M. Curley, 
and the third group of tiiosc who 
think such an investigation at thi.s mo- 
ment will make it difliculc and perhapi 
ImposKihle for Mr Curley to olitain an 
important appointment in the Feder.Tl 
service after President-Elect Roose- 
velt has been Inaugurated. 

Rejection Is Forecast 

The general impression at tlip .'Slate 
House IK that the .joint ('ojuirittep nn 
Rulep, which ha.s the matter in chaige, 
will i-eport against an investigation. It 
is believed the committee will say that 
Ih" courts, the Di."itrut Attorney anil 
the Finance C'ommi.s.sion airpady have 
authority in the matter and that it 
would be -.inwise under the circum- 
stances to spend .$200,000 for an investi- 
gation by a special commission. This 
prediction about what will happen is, 
of course, only a guess, but it is the 
favorite one. 

The hearings In regard to the Inves- 
tigation have roused again speculation 
about what. If anything. Mayor Cur- 
ley will receive at the hands of tho 
Incoming national administration. One 
newspaper dispatch from Washington 
Btate.-i, with apparent authority, tluit 
neither Mr Curley nor any other New 
England man will have a place in tho 
cabinet, and tho next day another 
message from tho capital makes it 
clear tiiat the Mayor will be .Secretary 
of the Nhvy, Clearly, both of the 
writers just referred to cannot ibo 
right, and It Is poK»il)is that both are 
wrong. 

Perhaps the Presldi^nt-eiect has not 
made up his mind as to his course 
with regard to Ma3'or Curley. and the 
.-silence of the latter may be due to his 
Ignorance on the subject. If Mr Rooae- 
vit. has decided what he will do, the 
iliHiMc.s .< .' f- th;ft half n do/^rT men, 
notably James A. Farley, are in his 
confldenie; all the re.<it are surmifing. 
The politicians ajrree, however, that 
Mr Curley will hav« an important post 
under the new administration. 



The Mayoralty Content 

It appears that ihe name of one of 
the most prominent candidates for 
Mayor of Boston has been omitted in 
;:ome of the recent goaulp about th« 
approaching contegt for that offlce— 
ITtX-CongresBvau Joseph F. O'Connell, 
who stated ieveral months ago that 
tie Intended to auoceed Mayor Curley' 
In City HoU. 80 many things hava 
happened slnco that time that Mr 
O'Concell wan temporarily forgotUa, 



In the public mind during the months 
tn come. 

It will be Interesting to observe tho 
altitude of the Good Government As- 
sociation, which will, apparently, be 
otliged cither to pick out a candidate 
who has not hitherto received Its in- 
dorsement or to choose bet-ween Ex- 
Mayor i.Ialcolm E. Nichols, who had 
:ts indorsement eight years ago, and 
Frederick W. Mansfield, whom It 
backed foiir years ago. Many people 
believe Ihe Crr.d Government As.souia- 
tion, it fat:pd with the latter dilemma, 
will prefer Mr Mansfield, who has noi 
yet filled the o.'iicc and consequently 
iiHs had- no chance to offend any ot his 
.-■upporters. It is n.i reflection en Mr 
Nuhol.s' ,-.'lministiation to say that he 
prnbablv did some things whirii some 
of bin friends did not like. And so, 
a-.tnough he may have this year some 
[supporters he did not have when ho 
ran before, he also has some enemies 
iic did not have at that time. 

I Democratic Reaction Important 

I Another Interesting fe^vture of tho 
coming election will be the state ot 
mind of the Democratic voters. Will 
they be divided, as they were when 
Mr Nichols was elected, or will they 
substantially unite on one member of 
their party? If the latter event hap- 
pens, a Democrat will be elected; but 
if several Democrats run, Mr Nichols 
or some other Republican may lead 
the list. 

It is said iiiat the first attempt at 
clearing the field has been seen in 
.suggestions that Mr Mansfleld may be 
offorcd a Federal post which will ap- 
peal to him. According to these re- 
ports. Mr Man."lield is at present dis- 
posed to run again for Mayor; his 
friend.'s say he desires this office foi 
the honor and not for tho salary an.l 
that no Federal offire -ivhich he i--< 
likely to get will prove sufficiently at- 
tractive.

That condition is intolerable 
if the laws on the statute books are 
to have respect, it is suggested thai: 
the way to bring about reform Is to 
stop the trouble at the source and to 
place the blame not on oftU-ers wno 
perhaps feir they mav lose their 
positions if they are firm, but on those 
; who ask for special favors. What 
would happen if heads of department! 
V, ere required tn make public al 
.stated intervals the names of those 
who tried to dissuade them from doing 
their duty?

The thing to keep your eye on amid 
the hue and rry for a lefilslative In- 
vcsti"n,tion ot the city of Boston Is a 
reduction in the city's expenses and 
a marked lowering of the city s tax i 

ra,te. , . ■ i 

At last a substantial number of in- 
tensely interested cili2«ns are bef;m- j 
ning to take the bit in their teeth and 
Irtend to see that the cost of city gov- 
ernment i,s reduced. 'Hicre is no mis- | 
taking their fervor. They are out^ for i 
blood and at the moment they are, i 
after that of the present occupant o! 
City Hall. I suspei't they would l^e 
after anvbody who happened to be in 
City Hall at the moment. This to my 
mind, is the first real indication in 
this state of the true frame ot mind 
of a large number of taxpayers. They 
at last mean business. Let the po.l- ] 
ticians beware, for, if the movement 
continues to grow, more political heads 
will fall than ever fell in the las., 
election. . , 

Let us look at this movem-cnt im- 
partially and strip ii, if we can, of 
some of the political frippery that has 
so far encloaked it. 

First there i.s the honest to Ood 
movemi?nt of tlvj Massachusetts Real 
Estate Owners Aiisoriation and the 
Massachusetts Tax As.sociation. The 
first is an organization largely inspired 
by Mrs. Hannah M. Connors, whose 
driving furce and determination have 
made it a real factor to be reckoned 
with. Tlie second is compo.sed of .some 
of the most substantial people in the 
city, larKe propr'rty owners and others, 
who, while imiKirtant, have not up to 
now bc'Mi v.ically effective. In general 
tuiiis, these two organizations repre- 
sent the small home owners and shop- 
keepers on the one hand, and the .«ub- 
slaiitial business inlrrests on the other. 
If they could combine their resources 
and w'ork together tliey would be an 
even more effective force. 



PART OF POLITICAT, PLAY 

The antics of Kelly and Dowd, how- 
ever, are but part of political play go- 
ing on at the moment. There is an- 
other scene to it. That is the obvious 
effort of the Curley camp to distract 
the public's attention from the hear- 
ings on Beacon Hill to tlie activities of 
the police departnirnt on Berkeley 
street and particularly to Police Com- 
missioner lUiltnian. The Curlev .smoke 
screen, if it can be erected would be 
an investigation of the police depart- 
, ment as has t-een urged by Senators 
'Finnegan and Langone. both of whom 
are definitely part of the Cuney en- 
tourage. , . I ■( 
This then, is about the picture as it 
is constructed by the boys who follow 
closest the politics of the town. It is 
these politicial sidelights which are 
likely to lead the real criers for lower 
taxes astrav, tied to the .shirt tails ot 
.smart politicians, scarcely interested in 
taxation at all but only aligned Curley 
and anti-Curley. 

There is much to be said for an in- 
vestigation and probably as much to bn 
.said against it. but the present move- 
ment at least places In the hands or 
the Republican leaders of the House 
and Senate a very definite club with 
which to threaten the mayor of the 
state's largest city,

which are utterly impo.ssible of execu- 
tion. Such, however, doe.s not seem tire 
part that has been offered to Mr. Sal- 
tonstall and Mi". FLsh and Senator 
Stevens. They can be impres.sed. as waa 
everybody, with the factual refutation 
offered by Corporation Counsel Silver- 
man of the charges made largely bS 
Kelly and Dowd. But the leaders of 
the House and Senate know far more 
lof the political machinations behind 
the hearings than I .should ever venture 
'to whisper to them. They can apply 
the proper rate of discount to that. 

Is there an,v reason why Messrs. Sal- 
tonstall and Pish cannot take the mayor 
bv the lapels of hi.s crat and talk to 
him something like this? "Until such 
time as the mayor can convint,; the 
taxpayers of his carne.stncss in reducing 
the tax rate of the city there may al- 
ways exist the need for a legislative 
investigation of very wide powers. Yon 
go back and show the citizens of Bos- 
ton how taxes may be reduced and we 
will hold the question of investigation 
under advisement. You have had 
broader experience In the adminl.stra- 
tion of Boston's city government than 
anv other man. Now go and do the 
job. 'We give you tw-o weeks." 

Ls this too impertinent a way to talk 
to the mavor? It it is. it 1.-, likely to be 
the way the voters will talk when they 
next reach fo» the ballot boxes. 



CONSPICUOUS PART 

In the hearings of las^ .veek a good 
^eal ot prominence was pivcn to Coun- 
cilnien Kelly and Dowd. who played a 
coiLspicuous part in the proceedings. 
They are the most bitU-r and relcntle.s.s 
fnemies of fae mayor in tlie city and 
their political rancor knows no bounds. 
There can be no question that Messrs. 
Kelly and Dowd are out to get Mr. Cur- 
ley now as they have always tried to in 
tlie past. The charges that they pro- 
duced before the legislators were not 
new, but have been aired at almost 
every meeting ot the council since they 
became part of it. They have found 
the publicity of the hearings at th? 
State House a useful .sounding board 
to repeat their attacks on the mayor 
and they have naturally made the j 
most of it.

The demands for stricter economy in 
city operation have not been met, at 
least so far as the prclimhiary budget 
figures would show. In place of a 
willingness to reduce the tax rate, to 
relieve the burden ot the already over- 
loaded property owner, there has been 
exhibited a stubborn inclination to 
leave things as they are and let the 
city stagger along as best it may, 

■rhe question here is not really that 
of hanging Mayor Curley poUtically, 
although that is what Messrs. Kelly 
and Dowd are striving desperately to 
do. After all, Mayor Curley does not 
fit into this picture for very much 
longer. Indeed, he may be placed in 
■Wa.shingtoii before another month is 
out Even an investigation could hardly 
expect U) produce much before his 
term actually expires Jan. 1, 1934. 

The club ' which Messrs. Saltonstail 
and Pish hold in their hands is the 
threat of a real investigation unless 
the occupant of City Hall, whether 
Mayor Curley or anoth. r. actually pro- 
duces something in the way of down- 
ward revision of budget estimates and 
that sort of administration which 
means an actual lifting of the load ol 
the taxpayer. That, to my mind, is 
the real ob.ieetive of the intensely .seri- 
ous group of citizens who have been 
storming the hearings on Beacon Hill. 
Rightly or wrongly, they have been in- 
' cited by Kellv and I><nva U> leiitre 
• heir attacks on the person of the 
mayor. 'What they are actually after 
Is not the mayor at all. but the fulfil- 
ment of a desperate resolve to see In 
City Hall a man ■who will not squander 
the public'.s money and who 'will sav- 
agely Insist on administering tlie cHy'a 
business In Euch a way as to reduce the 
tax rate to a point where the famllj 
of today can live decently un'ier It.

In the lfi:!8 canipalgn and Mr. 
f'lirley's reply re^'ardln^' the fatal 
Illness of Ills wife. 

IT was well known thet Mr.s. Curley 
and the mayor -vere a devoted 
nouple. and that more than a 
wife she -was a skillful political »d- 
Tlsor to whom the mayor listened. 

Whether his speech aroused .sympa- 
thy and the whole Incident reacted 
to his advantage Is of course not 
known. Those who knew Mr. Dona- 
hue were loath if> believe that he 
had any Intention of utilizing a sari 
event lor campaign purposes. But 
regardless of what discussion might 
he made on this point certainly the 
occuiTeuce that followed Mr. Dona- 
hue's address received the wider pub- 
licity. 

Broadcastine B>udios sre .^o ar- 
ranged that those who talk over the 
air can be placed before microphones 
In booths or rooms without meeting. 
When the speaker concludes in one 
booth, the particular microphone 
•wihlch he was using 1« cut off the air 
•nd the program continues from an- 
other. Sttidlo officials knew there 
waS no love between Curley and Don- 
ahue, and, as tiie latter was to finish 
his talk a short lime before Curley 
went on the air It was planned to 
place Uiem before microphones In 
rooms far removed. 

Something must have gone astray 
with the plan, however, for as Mr. 
Donahue concluded and Et< pped back 
to the reception room. Mayor Curley 
surroundeii by henchmen and re- 
splendent In evening dress was sit- 
ting there. He had been listening to 
■what Mr. Donahtie had to say. The 
mayor's face was red with anger. His 
eyes raLscd to the door as Mr. Dona- 
hue entered. In »n instant he was 
on his feet. He lunged forward at 
him muttering words that studio at- 
taches did not catch. 

Hough (Stuff 
Mr. Donahue in physic^; propor- 
tions is .slight. He wculd be no match 
for ihe mayor's WaxT Ii'amc and 



broad shoulders. He knew it, and as 
Curley rushed toward him made for 
the nearest door to escape. Studio 
attendants and visitors sensing the 
battle that might ensue between the 
chairman of the Democratic state 
committee and the mayor of Boston, 
stepped in his path. In a twinkling 
the studfo was thrown Into pande- 
monium, as Curley .sought to follow 
the retreating Donahue, expressing 
his opinion of him in words that 
could not be mistaken. 

In the excitement that followed 
one man was mo.st effective In block- 
ing Curley. It was he who was prin- 
cipally credited with stopping his 
charge. He had come to the studio 
with Don.Thue and has listened to 
his talk. He arose when the mayor 
made for Donahue. He frustrated 
any thought of battle. 

When the mayor paused the man 
was right In his path. He could not 
help but recognize him. It was Gael 
Coakley, son of the Curley arch- 
enemy. 

For 24 hours after this Incident the 
controversy raged. "Dan" Coakley 
seized upon it as splendid material 
to continue his verbal thrusts «t the 
mayor, asserting it revealed "his real 
character." The elder Coakley 
claimed his son had been struck or 
kicked and threatened to get a war- 
rant tor Curley's arrci^t. There were 
counter claims that the mayor did 
not touch Gael, let alone strike him. 
The issue never came to a i-eal t«st 
through court proceedings. It prob- 
ably never was intended that It 
should. It was, however, the sort of 
a happening that Mr. Coakley could 
make the most of it and he did with 
coiisiderablc pleasure. 

But t'-- Curley spirit., like it or 
not. and his enemies will tell you 
tlie same story as his friends, typifies 
the Salvation Army slogan — "A man 
may be down but he's never out." 
A Teilsc Moment 
Eventually Governor Ely was nomi- 
nated and as the time for the state 
convention drew near Democrats were 
steeped in .speculation if Mayor Cur- 
ley and Governor Ely would "make 
up." An air of tension hung over 
the convention hall as the nominee 
for governor was accorded an ova- 
tion that afternoon. On the stage 
• the routine details of a political con- 
vention were being droned in monot- 
onous tones by the officers but no 
one was attentive. Necks were craned 
and eyes focused on the main door. 
A dozen stories were In circulation. 
Some said Mayor Curley would come. 
Others said he had elected to fight 
Ely to the end. 

Suddenly a shout «rose. It 
swelled to a roar. The delegate.^ and 



spectators rose cheering and hand- 
clapping. Down the aisle escorted 
by some of the staunch party men, 
including those who had worked for 
Ely, came Mayor Curley. He smiled 
and bowed. His face was flushed with 
excitement, but there was not the 
slightest trace of embarrasment as ho 
faced the man he had fought so 
vigorously. Curley stuck out his 
hand. Ely grasped It. The crowd 
went Into a wild cheer. The rou- 
tine speeches were out of the way. 
The gubernatorial nominee spoke 
briefly. He made several Joking 
references to coming "from the 
sticks," a favorite phra.se used by 
Curley in his opposition, but above 
all he bespoke harmony. Then Curley 
was presented and again the rafters 
shook. 

Curley Comes .Xeioss 
He spoke slowly at flr.st and with 
a chastened tone. He presented no 
picture of the flghting Curley but 
rather the contrite mayor. His words 
e.'icapc the writer at the moment but 
the Import was that he had fought, 
he was licked and he knew It. De- 
spite It all he was a Deniocrat, had ^ 
always been in the party and in- 
tended to remain. He had had his 
ups and downs but he had not gloat- 
ed over his victims and did not ex- i 
pect anyone to gloat over him in de- 
feat. He had simply fought for what 
he, thought was for the best interests 
of the party and now that It had de- 
cided he was wrong, the battle was 
over and he was ready to go on the 
line for Ely. Democrats, lie said, 
must have their primary RghUs but 
they g^' forward united in elections. 

It' was the character of speech that 
only Curley could deliver. It won 
completely the visitors and delegates i 
who. believed his words. But those 
who had fought with Curley put 
their tongue In their cheek and 
chalked it down as Just another 
speech. Tlie climax was a marvellous 
gesture. 

The mayor talked about the value 
of registration. How much It had 
helped Smith to carry Massachusetts. 
He believed It was Important for the 
party to press it. 

"And to show my sincerity In the 
effort to elect Mr. Ely I want to 
present him this check for ftlOOO for 
his campal|j:i " said the mayor, pass- 
ing the paper to the gubernatorial 
nominee. It was a signal for a tre- 
mendous outburst. The Curley crowd 
led the demonstration. It had all 
the I'lements for emotional rcspcn-

Irreconcilable Gallagher 

Even as CoIon«l House gave Im- 
petus to a Boosevelt boom In June, 
1931, at Magnolia, so Onllnghcr may 
bo credited with Inspiring the Smith 
boom six months later at Boston. 
PYom that time on .Massachusetts 
Democrats found more Interest In 
Smlth'.s future plan."! than In any 
political subject. His every utter- 
ance was read with avkl concern. 
And no man, was more enthuslafltlo 
for Smith than GaJlagher. Six 
months later at Chicago "wheuRoos3- 
velt was nominated Oallagher was so 
disappointed he vowed he was off thu 
reservation and would not support 
the nominee. He wa.s one of the last 
of the Smith Irreconcilablcs In Mas- 
siihusctts to go over to Roosevelt, 
and then only because of Smith's 
urgliigs. 

Massachusetts was not alone In It.s 
concern, over Mr. Smith's position 
when his antagonl.sm to Hoosevcll 
became a general topic of conversa- 
tion. Probably no question In mod- 
ern politics was more absorbing to 
the politically inclined than the rea- 
son lor the break bctwesu those two 
lifelong friends. The Bay State lead- 
ers claimed they had tlie con-ect an- ' 
ewer. In the Inner circles it was 
v/;dely whispered. 

Smith, they declared was disturbed 1 
at the patronizing attitude exhibited I 
toward him by Roosevelt after he be- 
came governor. Smith felt that he 
was largely responsible for Roose- 
velt's occupancy of the .AU>any execu- 
tive mansion. During his own term 
as governor he had put inU-> effect 
many policies which had won wide 
commendation from governmental 
students. He had a natural interest 
In their continuance and develop- 
ment, and yet Governor Roosevelt 
had rarely, If ever, consulted hiro, 
and had even carried a battle to him 
on a referendum question concerning 
reforestation. 

Speculation On Reasons 

There was subsequent elaborations 
01 this explanation to include an in- 
timation that Govcrijor' Roosevelt 
felt socially superior to Smith anxl 
his family, but it has been deter- 
mined there was no baels for such 
speculation. The .story was entirely 
coycocted by irre.spon.sil,le gosslperj. 

Added to the apparent authentic 
explanation, however, wer« details u." 
a particular accident that was held 
partly responsible for the brtalc be- 
tween khe two men. Smith It wa.'i re- 
lated, was inore proud of hts accom- 
pll.shments for the heuent of labor 



than any other of his merUonoii.s 
acts while governor of the Empire 
.state. When the governors confer- 
ence met In a middle western state 
after Roosevelc has a.s.5umed the 
reins there came a meeting between 
former Governor Cox and Roosevelt, 
The two had run on the same presi- 
dential ticket In the di.sastrous 19^0 
Ci.mp.'ilgn and their conversation 
turned to state problems. The story 
ha* it that Mr, Cox spoke of Mr 
Smith's labor legislation program. 
This brought from Roo.sevelt a re- 
mark which was Interpreted by the 
gossipers, that during his short time 
in office he had acoompll.shed more 
in that direction than Smith had 
erhieved during his several terms as 
governor. Eventually It was .said this 
i,ot back to Smith who added it U) 
ihe score lie had against his former 
friend. Possibly the accuracy of this 
explanation is subject to question 
but It was quite widely related In 
the Inner circles. 

Tlie l/tiiu'heoii 
I It will be recalled that during the 

I crhy montlis of 1932 the venerable 
Tammany sachem. Voorhees, went 1.0 
his reward after 103 years of life. Hi.? 
fi.nerai brought a tremendous oui- 
■ pouring of )ioIiticiil figures promi- 
nent in New York democracy. Roose- 
velt and Smith were both present, 
, As Smith left the church he leanoa 
I over and whispered In Roosevelt's 
ear. It developed the whisper wa.-j 
merely the acceptance of an Invita- 
tion to have luncheon witli R/x)sevelt 
a few days later. But few luncheon.s 
have provoked such wide speculation 
with respect to the conversation. For 
a time it centered the attention of 
the nation's democracy, AI and Frank 
dfnied it was political, a.s.serting it 
was Just a social time. No one, of 
course, believed that two such lead- 
ing figures In a great political party, 
and then standing In such peculiar I 
relation to each other, could meet 
without discussing the presidency. 
And If the Ma.s.sachusetts friends of 



Smith can be depended upon tliey 
did finally get to it, 

Ma.ssachu.setts friends of AI, who 
were In New York soon after this 
memorable luncheon, declared they 
talked wltii tho.se who had asked AI 
point blank Ju.st what had been said. 
The version they brought home was | 
that for a time after the two met 
they talked of every conceivible sub- 
ject under the sun. And then Roose- 
velt said to Smith, "AI this talk of 
our being enemies politically Is not 
doing me any good, it isn't doin« you 
nny good and it isn't doing the party 
any good. We ought to get together 

Smith looked Roosevelt seiuarclv 
In the eye and replied, they said, 



"Prank, you've been in Albany for 
nearly four years an<i this Is the tir.st 
time you have ever asked me to gel 
together with you on anything since 
you went there. I have a lot of peo- 
ple waiting to see me down to the 
Empire State building so I guess I'll 
be on my way. Good -iay," 
Smith Pres,sed In 
Late In February, 1932, the Bay 
State Democratic organization lead- 
ers virtually decided It was aOsolur.e- 
ly necessary for Smith to be a candi- 
date for the presidential nomination 
Honestly, they had not the slightest 
I encouragement he could attain the 
nomination, for they were mindful 
of the tremendous Job Farley had 
done for Roosevelt throughout the 
West, South and even in many of 
I the Eastern states. They knew In 
their hearts Smith didn't have a 
chance unless some miracle hap- 
pened. They clung to the slight 
hope that the magic of his name 
might swing some of the states that 
j had already lined up behind Roose- 
velt. 

Democratic leaders were Inaujncea 
by two factors. First, the acceptance 
of Roosevelt's candidacy was to rec- 
ognize leadership of Curley and his 
henchman such as -Mayor John .1. 
Murphy of Somerville. Second, 
while they knew Smith didn't have 
a ghost of a show unless the unex- 
pected happened they shared witli 
him the belief that Roosevelt was 
"ot the strongest man the party 
cculd put forw.,rd. They were In 
sympathy with the "Stop-Roosevelt- 
inovement. They believed the Ma.ssa- 
Uiusetts Idolatry of Smith offered 
P-'opltlous opportunity for giving 
momentum to such a plan. with 
Smith they hoped that from th« , 
oiop-R^cscvelt tactics there would ' 
"merge m the convention a candi- 
date more acceptable to Al's faction 
of^the party „r which they were a 

Cnler .riiim-s I) 

While all this dlsctission was in 
P.'ogress and plans were being formu- 
lated James D, Roosevelt, son of the 
governor, a resident of Cambridge 
<-ame into the picture with vigorous 
command. Naturally he wanted his 
Dad nominated for the presidency, 
Rf'buffed by the organization '.e 
Jc.iied forces with Mayor Curley and 
stocd With him through the thick of 
'he battle. Ji™ Roosevelt came to 
have deep admiration for the ability 
and talent of Curley and the Boston 
mayor became his political tutor it 
«'M an unfortunate position for the 
ytung man. Hts open alTlIlatlon 
with a foe Of the organization lead- 
ers Irked them and their followers 
It was re»,)onslbie for further alle-i-' 
ition Of Roo,sevelt support. The Elv 
followers were determined U i,.v,o 
none 01 curlev. Wtoa ti^ey saw Jim 
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Roosevelt on his bandwagon they 
could not take kindly to hla fathe-.'s 
candidacy. 

Jim and Govenwr Ely were vir- 
tually neighbors in Cambridge In the 
Winter months, the governor having 
temporarily abdicated his WestfleUl 
home to be near Beacor_. HIU during 
the legislative session. There were 
report.s that Young Roosevelt made 
an effort to win Ely to his cause, but 
there wa.s never indication it wo.'- 
more than rumor. At an.y ratt 
Voung Roosevelt became second in 
command of the Curlcy forces. To 
his credit It can be said his loyalty 
to the Boston mayor ha.<i persisted 
to this day. 

It was through young Jim that 
Governor Rco.sevelt kept ln.lormed «•' 
the situation In Massachusetts. It 
is safe to say the -wn did not mini- 
iiilze the etrort Curley was making m 
his behalf. His own en.thusla5m for 
: the work of the Boston mayor wus 
unbounded and manifest on every 
public occasion. 

When the Massachusetts organiza- 
tion got busy to get Smith into the 
fight it was Dan Coakley who had as 
much to do with the details as any- 
one. Coakley went to New York. He 
Is a long-standing friend of Mayoi 
Hague of Jersey City, reputed one ol 
the three closest men to Al in the 
pfuntry. When Coakley returned he 
broucht assuxaace that Smitt mould 



be a candidate, but it was only hint- 
ed at in the stories given the pros.<- 
Fcw knew that Coakley had anything 
to do with it. The Smith candidacy 
did not become definite publicly un- 
t;. early In. March when Chairman 
Donohue received the necessary sig- 
nature of the former governor to 
have delegal/es pledge them.selves to 
hi^ nomination. 

Even then there was much dispute 
l: Smith was a iKuxi fide candidate. 
Curley fired a bro.idside at Smith 
and the former governor gave it back 
two-fold. The technical explanation 
from the New York headquarte's 
was that Mr. Donahue had written 
h,m asserting many potential dele- 
gates In M.iosachu8etts desired to 
pledge themselves to his nndldacy 
because their constituents wanted to 
give him a complimentary vote. Un- 
der Bay State law im delegate can 
pledge to a presidential candidate 
without his written consent. Smith 
contended he appreci.ited the loyalty 
of- Massachusetts Democrats and he 
could not very well den.y them an 
opportunity to vote for him. He 
.sent power of attorney, placing In 
the hands of Mr. Donahue the au- 
thority to give coiwent to approved 
delegates to pledge to him. Mr 
Smith claimed, however, that It did 
not commit him to a definite eftor'. 
to seek the presidential nomin.ation. 
The jjower of attorney placed the 



organizatiorj In a most powerful po- 
sition since It could reject any dele- 
gate untrlfndly to its leaders. The 
discussion centered '.argely on wheth- 
er Mayor Curley wculd be allowed a 
place on the delegation and there 
were innumerable conferences. 

Of course Curley never had i 
chance to gain a place. He could not 
very well, as a Roosevelt leader, 
p'edge himself to Smith. The organ- 
ization didn't want him anyway be- 
cause he had challenged its leader- 
snip, but more particularly because 
it had no desire t^ increase the 
political prestige of the Boston 
mayor. Here was an opportunity to 
crush him. to put him in a most un- 
favorable light with the great rani 
and file of Damocrats. It was a 
cUver piece of strategy and the or- 
ganization leaders used it to the very 
best advantage. 

It would not do to throw Curley 
overboard without a gesture. He has 
seme hold on the Boston Democracy. 
If he was rejected without apparent 
consideration, it might be disastrous 
to the cause of Democracy. The con- 
ferences, it was announced, c»ntere<l 
around whether the Boston mayor 
vould be included In the delegation 
tn. g recognition of his eminent place 
In the party.

The Troy Record has pointed out on sev- 
eral occasions that the Democratic Party is for- 
lunate in having a substantial group o( strong 
(men to whom it may look lor leadership. The 
outstanding: Democrats of today are such states- 
men as Baker, Davis, Walsh of Montana, Young, 
flraylor, Smith, Ritchie and Glass; and men of 
the calibre of Lehman, Byrd, Curley and Hull 
are not far behind, to say nothintf of stveral of 
the so-called progressives who are Democratic 
in attitude, if Republican in name. 

But the Republican Party has not been so 
fortunate. Yet it needs very much to find 
worthy leadership. Not many months ago it 
lost perhaps its strongest possibility, Dwight 
W. Morrow. Now it buries Coolidge. Root is 
too aged to participate in parly councils; and 
Mellon is 78. To whom shall the G. O. P. look 
in the moment of its need? 

There are still a few men to be considered. 
President Hoover may be under a cloud for the 
moment, but he is no more unpopular than was 
iGrover Cleveland when he completed his first 
term; and four years later he was elected fori 
another. He is no more unpopular with his i 
party than was Theodore Roosevelt when in 
1912 he defeated his own organization by an 
unprecedented example of personal selfishness; 
yet Roosevelt would have been nominated and 
elected President in i920 if he had lived. Hoo- 
ver must not be eliminated from the Held be- 
cause of a passing wave of adverse emotion. 

Then there is Ogden J. Mills. He has shown 
his capacity, his platform ability and his politi- 
cal finesse. His friend. Senator Reed, is still in 
the early fifties and must be included in the 
list. And James W. Wadsworth is back in Con- 
gress, with an equipment of experience which 
is almost unequalcd. His schismatic position 
in the past will be forgotten now that public 
opinion has veered in his direction. The party 
is not without material — although there is far 
less than on most occasions since the Civil 
War. 

But there is no doubt ol one fact. The 
party must find new material. It will probably 
not appear in Congress for Congress is over- 
whelmingly Democratic. It must appear 
among the younger men in the various states. 
For instance, the leader in this state, W. Kings- 
land .Macy, has shown some unusual qualities. 
I'rom such men as he we must look for results.

Standlsh Willeox is dead, whicli 
means more to the people of 
Boston at ll.i.': time ttian to New 
Bedford. He was the son of the 
late Lemuel T. Willeox of this city, 
a brilliant lawyer and orator, and 
was for a period on the staff of 
The Morning Mercury. It was 
durins the years of baseball 
rivalry between this city and Fall 
River, which was, largely, the 
creation of Willeox. While a young 
man he went to Boston where he 
attracted the attention of Mayor 
Curley, with whom he has been 
as.=«>ciated for over a score years.

IThi.-, was in the youn.'r man's boy- 
hood. When he grew older he 
belied everything his face 
suggested.

given. 

Willeox was interested here- 
abouts in sports — horse racing of 
which there was not much— base- 
ball of which there was plenty, 
Willeox reported baseball for the ' 
Mercury. He used the utmost free- 
dom in describing Fall River base- 
ball personalities and gibed them 
to an extent which created a 
demand for Mercurys in the ■ 
neighboring city and brought 
petitions and protests from the i 
Fall River Herald lest good i 
neighborhood might bo spoiled. His ' 
stories profited the baseball! 
management, for, as a result, 
thousands came from Fall River 
when a game was played here and 
the atmosphere was tense. 

That is a forgotten episode. As 
social secretary to Mayor Curley, 
Willeox received all distinguished 
guests of the city. He had the 
graces and manners of a diplomat 
and although he was handicapped i 
by the affliction of deafness he i 
filled the role with distinguished 
success.

Use of Rented Insteaa or 

Autos by Boston Officials Has Re 
suited in Big Savings

Some extremely interestinK figures were recently 
made public by Mayor Curlcy of Boston in support ot the 
policy he inaugurated at the beginninj? of this year requir- 
ing the use by Hub municipal officials ot rented automo- 
biles rather than city-owned machines. ,0-n r.,wt 
i According to the data that he compiled, the 1931 tost 
I of operating city pleasure or passenger-carrymg cars was 
$42,327 and the estimated cost of replacing old cars ^as 
$35 500 making a total of $76,827. He figures that the 
co't of ;-e"ted machines this year will be $0 685, less an 
allowance of $5,730 for automobiles formerly owned by 
the citv that were turned over to the rental company, 
;thereb; making a net cost of $3,955 for the ^inng o car, 
(for all of 1932. That amounts to a monthly cost ot si ghtlj 
'more than $325 for rented cars this year, as compared with 
jan expense of $3,527 per month for the operation and up- 
'keep of city-owned machines in 1931. 

That difference is almost startling, but e(iually so is 
the reduction of 136,948 miles in the distance covered by 
rented cars this year in contrast with the mileag-e rolled up 
by automobiles owned by the city in 1931. City-owned 
cars in use in eight departments last year covered an aver- 
age of 21 752 miles a month. The mileage has dropped to 
about 8,000 miles monthly under the present system, and 
the city pavs only for the mileage. The conclusion reached 
is that jov-riding by Hub officials at the public expense 
has virtually ceased, and that payments by the city for 
motor transportation this year have been conhned solely to 

official business. , , , ■< , < 

Most Lawrence people probably would hesitate lo 
advocate a similarly drastic change here, in view of the 
unsatisfactory experience in connection with the comple- 
tion of the motorization of the local sanitation department 
early this vear. The replacement of all horses and horse- 
drawn c(iuipment by new motor tracks was supposed to be 
a move toward greater economy and efficiency, with 
neither being reali/.ed. The collection system certainly is 
not any better than it previously was, the expected reduc- 
tion in" the number of employes did not take place, two 
men have since bccMi employed in the stable although no 
horses were there, and the city has not even paid for three 
of the horses that are gone, according to the records of, 
the city treasurer's office. The net result apparent now is 
an expenditure of about $12,000 for trucks that seemingly 
could have been avoided. 

However, Boston;s new policy on transportation lor 
its officials probably can be made of benefit to Lawrence 
if the attention directed to it should result in a survey 
being made to determine just what the corresponding ex- 
pense is to this city. The information mipht be deddedly 
illuminating if every city automobile was individually 
listed, together with the annual cost of its upkeep, as rep- 
resented in outlay for gasoline, oil, repairs, accessories, 
wages of chauffeurs and iirivate garage rent. The i)ublic 

undoubtedly also would be interested to know to what 
i extent the "city is contributing toward the operating cx- 
Ipense of iirivate machines used by municiiial officials in 
Iconnection with their official work. Such a survey might

Mayor Curley Delivers Annual Message to the 
City Council on Municipal Affairs — Stresses 
Need of New Legislation to Increase Tax on 
Income and Present Tax-Exempt Securities

Here was not only an opportunity 
to relegate Mayor Curley to the backv 
ground but a weapon to hold over 
the heads of those who would follow 
him; an opportunity to annihilate 
the curley forces, a chance lor the 
organization to square its debt with | 
those who in the past had stood with | 
the mayor against the organization. 

When the full realization of power 
suddenly thrust on the organization 
dawned on the leadeis they went to 
work with cool calculation to insure 
that no one who had been closely 
affiliated with Mayor Curley would

lowers. One by one they eliminated 
them as possible delegates "pledged 
to Smith" Only the faithful were 
rewarded.

The veiaci' • of that prophecy was

But more than tliat how thoroughly 
those who had opposed Smith 
wrecked their future was demonstrat- 
ed later In the state primaries. A 
number of RoosevcU delegates sought 
various nominotions at the primaries 
but not more than one or two of 
them were able to malce the grade. 
Outstanding In the state primary de- 
feats were thofe administered to Dr. 
Joseph O. SantOEUosso of Boston and 
Councillor James H. Bremian of 
Charlestown, botli of whom had been 
on the Curley slate of at-large dele- 
I gates for Roosevelt. 
I Dr. Santosuosvso had been the nom- 
inee of the Democrats for secretary 
of state In the past. He was widely 
known. Yet after his Roosevelt alii-- 
Rnce he was defeated for another 
nomination lo^ that office by a vir- 
tual unknown. Councillor Brennan 
was so widely known In his section 
that he had been honored with elec- 
tion as councillor and yet when he 
aspired to Congress his opponent for 
the nomination merely p,issed the 
word around that he had opposed 
Smith. That was enough. Brennan 
was slaughtered. Many other similar 
incidents through the stfite could be 
cited but these illustrate how well the 
organization leaders had si2*d up the 
situation. 

Only SiiiKli {iiiini.s 
I recall that during the President 
primary campaign there were those 
who raised the question it certain 
Smith delegates could win because 
of the popularity of their Roosevelt 
opponcnt.5 or because of their own 
I unpopularity. There were those who 
questioned if Cotikley could be elect- 
ed on the Smith slate because of the 
vigorous drive agaiiii' him by Curley 
on personal ground- and tht promi- 
nence and popularl'.y of at least one 
or his opponents, ".lere were otiiers 
who could not sec how Maurice J. 
Tobin of Boston cfuld be defeated, 
for there has never leen a more pop- 
ular youue' man in public life. 

"Every Smith delegate will win," 
Coakley told me. "It makes no dif- 
ference ns to the persoi, or the jxip- 
ularlty of the Roosevelt opponent. 
The Smith delegates will sweep the 
state. It l.-,>'t a question of person- 
alities. It's Smith against Roosevelt," 
And Mr, Coakley was right. He won 
handily and the popular Mr. Tobin 
given tremendous votes in contests 
where he had ..sought office was 
smartly defeated. It must not be 
construed that every Roosevelt dele- 
gate was personally obnoxious to the 
organization. That is not so. There 
were a limited number of places on 
the Smith slate and while the faith- 
ful were Riven the prrferencc there 
were not enough pUces to reward all. 
The organization was forry to see 
some political worker.^, highly regard- 
ed, go to the Roosevelt camp. Not 
that tlicy foarcd it ivould affect the 
result but 'hey were cOncorueg over 



t;ie damage it might do to a promis- 
ing future. 

There were a few not friendly to 
the Curley group and yet not on the 
inside with the organization who 
v^ere :;;ft out in tlic cold. 

No Outsiders 

Tliey sought to defy and balk the 
organization plan by announcing 
they would run pledged to Smith but 
they found they were up against a 
stone wall. They couldn't get on the 
ballot pledged to Smith unless the 
leaders said so and the leaders denied 
all except those they had personally 
chosen. Tht best that these am- 
bitious ones could do wts to tell their 
rally audienctis they were for Al but 
wltliout the opportunity to be 
pledged It was of li'.lU f»iue to their 

efforts. Most of them realized that 
it would be futile to attempt election 
without adherence to the Smith ban- 
ner and while they knew the advant- 
age held by the organization candi- 
dates they saw a possibility of their 
personal popularity In their own 
communities carrying them through. 
They had a rude awakening. They 
stand in a better position for the fu- 
ture, however, for the damning evi- 
dence that they were against Al can- 
not be used against them. 

The organization was not bitter at 
those who chose to follow Curley and 
Roosevelt. Having supreme cnfldence 
that tlie Smith ticket would win re- 
gardless of developments they saw 
the undoing of those who were led 
into that camp. The few highly re- 
garded by the organization for past 
services who tempted fate were ex- 
cused on the ground that they were 
doing it against their will because of 
the obligation they owed to Mayor 
Curley. Whether there were such ex- 
tenuating c'rCJin-sfanccs is a matter 
of dispute.

j Far-Reaching Venture 

Aside from the direct economy proposals al- 
Iready made or to be developed, this matter of the 
proposed change in the sessions is the most far- 
reaching venture to be considered at this session. 
For here is a plan that makes radical change in 
.our system of government, unquestionably dilutes 
the contact between people and government, will 
inevilably delegate power now held and exercised 
in the Legislature to the hands of the executive, 
and hv so much depart from old-time conceptions 
of government as practiced in Massachusetts. 

II is not the only gesture in that direction. 
One of the fruits ot the existing hard times and 
government helplessness, is this tendency to call 
for a "dictator" — the word Is often enough used 
lierhaps to make the quotation marks Unnecessary. 
in the governor's inaiigural Thursday noon there 
was a notable gesture in that direction, wherein 
Oovernor Kly suggested that he be given authority 
to suspend at his discretion certain restrictive la- 
I bor laws if it appeared to him to bo in the inter- 
est of the (Commonwealth. 

Arbitrary Authority 

This is (luile in line wiili the program of (he 
Democrats at Wa.«hington, who are seriously but 
a bit timidly considering the idea of giving to the 
President arbitrary authority to effect consolida- 
lions of government departments and otherwise 
apply executive force to trim the government, the 
idea being, we suppose, that the government will 
have to be trinimed to prevent it from trimming 
I tile people. 

There is nothing essenlially new in this phe- 
nomenon of diluting legislative authority in favor 
of grealer concentration ot ppwer in executive 
hands. The old familiar feature of the idea is that 
it contornus to the usual .subterfuge ot junkiiig an 
existing method ot government or administration 
when things go poorly, and seeking a short cut,| 
to virtue and plenty by means of new .systems.

Only a few days before, Jim Roose- 
velt had presented Mayor Curley to 
^ a large gathering as an outstanding 
^ Democrat of Ma.ssachu.setts who has 
' not allowed his personal beliefs or 
wishes to stand in the way of the 
advancement of an outstanding Amer- 
ican who has t;.e interests of the 
people at heart b*.cause he stands for 
the best Interests of the country. 
Candidates of Disappointment 
The Curley forces made a decided 
effort to capitalize the disappoint- 
ment of a number of prominent 
j Democrats who did not gain places 
on the Smith slate because of the 
restricted number. Many of these 
were called by telephone and offered 
s.vmpathy for their failures to be se- 
lected by "party dlcutors," and then 
presented an opportunity to Join the 
Roosevelt slate. 

During the dlscu.ssion of this de- 
velopment the exchange of telegrams 
between Mayor Curley and Mr. Smith 
prevlou,sly noted, came to the fore- 
front, for Smith had accused Curley 
of trickery and the Boston mayor had 
quoted something about "when first 
w« practice to deceive." It was re- 
vealed that at the time of the ex- 
change of messages the Roosevelt and 
Smith supporter.i had nearly reached 
a compromi.se. The final Smith mes- 
sage came while Robert Jackson, of 
New Hampshire and Larue Brown of 
Boston were conferring with Senator 
Walsh and Chairman Donahue. Nego- 
tiations were at once suspended and 
Of course the blame was placed on 
Curley. 

Mayor Curley announced his Roose- 
velt slate on March 15 presenting an 
lmpres,?!ve list of men and women 
vvhiiJh w.u vu V .slightly changed In 



the next few days, • He demonstrated 
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tt political sagaclt-y that could not bif 
underestimated. 

The organization had corrnled for 
Its dslegatlon virtually every import- 
ant olTice holder Sen, David I. Walsh 
and Governor Ely had the top places 
on the at-large group and with them 
were Sen. Marcus A. CooUdge, the 
four Democratic congressmen, the 
i district attorney of Suffolk county 
and many of the Democratic mayors. 
These Democratic oHlce holders hard- 
ly dared to resist the organization 
and the result was one of the most 
distinguished .'5lates that the Demo- 
crats had put forward in years. 
Seeking Racial Support 
Balked In any effort to have Dem- 
ocratic officials Join his slate, Mayor 
Curley conceived the idea of fighting 
thtf Smith group with a delegation 
composed of representative men of 
the various racial groups and lead- 
ers in various civic and fraternal or- 
ganizations. The mayor a.ssumed that 
with such delegation support would 
be attracted for the individuals from 
the races they represented and from 
their associates In the orders In which 
they were active. The mayor con- 
ceived the notion that the racial 
groups which had been somewhat 
overlooked by the Smith organiza- 
tion in its desire to -get only leader* 
on Its ticket would be flattered by 
the honor to their countrymen and 
would reciprocate at the polls. It 
was a clever conception, perhaps the 
only effective one that could have 
been devised to combat the Impres- 
sive array of talent on the Smith 
slate. 

Here was the opportunity for the 
Roosevelt supporters to shout from 
the housetops that various racial 
groups which had svpported the party 
in the past were being Ignored by the 
Smith leaders and to point with 
pride to the recognition given them 
by the lloosevelt leaders; an opix>r- 
tunity t«> demonstrate the Democracy 
of Ro*<^velt and to bid for their 
support on the ba-sls that the New 
York governor recognized that tUe.se 
racial groups were Integral part of 
the nation's life and progress, 
j It was a master stroke but the 
' mayor failed to reckon the extent of 
the hold which Al Smith had on the 
Democrats of Massachusetts and the 
enthusiasm his candidacy had In- 
spired among all clas.ses and races. 

The mayor headed the Roosevelt 
slate and surrounding him were such 
prominent Democrats as Mrs. Nellie 
M. SuUlvan of Fall River, then the.j 
national committee woman, Jim 
HooscvcU, Councilor James H. Bren- 
nan, Charlestown, the only Democra- 
tic member of the executive body; 
former Sen. Thomas F. Ca.ssldy of 
Cheshire. James T. M<-rlnrty. rre.-=l- 
l-dent ol llie Massachusetts stale 
branch of the American Federation 
of Labor; Edward J. McLaughlin. Jr., 
relative of Cardinal O'Connell, and 
representatives of the French, Italian. 
Polish. Negro and otb«r races.and 



leaders In various labor organi- 
zations. The list also iricluded a 
Harvard professor, the head of the 
Ford Hall forum and other citizens 
who were distinguished in other ac- 
tivities. 

The Smith leaders were not awed 
by the Roo.sevelt slate for they were | 
confident that no group could de- 
feat him but they did not like the 
Idea of having to make such an in- 
tensive campaign as would be r'i'- 
qulred through the organization of I 
this group. 

It was reported quite authorita- 
tively that Governor Ely met Jini 
Roo.sevelt one evening soon after this 
slate was announced and gave vigor- 
ous verbal expression of what he 
thought about Governor Roosevelt 
challenging the organization in 
Massachusetts. 

"Your father has a lot of nerve 
to come into thl.s state and try and 
knock down a governor, two United 
States senators and four congress- 
men," Is the way Governor Ely is re- 
ported to have expressed It and his 
use of the word nerve was not » 
commendation of courage. 

Walsh UjKil.sturbed 
The Massachusetts situation from 
any angle you view It certainly had a 
strange development. Senator Walsh, 
one of the leadliig Smith advocates 
In the primary fight had virtually 
declared for Roosevelt In a speech 
at Albany a* far back as April 1931. 
He could have contended that he 
was the first, Roosevelt man In Massa- 
chusetts on the basis of that address, 
for he made it at a time when Mayor 
Curley was advocating that Owen D. 
Young he the nominee. 

The .speech came back to plague 
Senator Walsh but not seriously. The 
Roosevelt supporters made an at- 
tempt 10 capitalize It. It seems that 
Senator Walsh had been invited to 
Albany to speak at some gathering 
attended by Governor Roo.sevelt and 
In the course of his address had com- 
mended the governor and his record 
and In the extensive eluogy has 
stamped as an outstanding availabil- 
ity for the presidency. When the 
Roo.ssveIt supporters attempted to 
make capital of it in Massachusetts 
the earlj advocacy of Mr. Young by 
Mayor Curley made It dangerou.i 
ground. Senator Walsh, his friends 
said, had merely spoken of the avail- 
ability of Governor Roosevelt but had 
not committed himself to his can- 
didacy and had later rever.sed his 
opinion. The effort to make capital 
of the Walsh address was soon aban- 
doned and it took Its place among 
the forgotten campaign lore. 

Although the Roosevelt slate had a 
number of men and women promin- 
ent in Democratic activities in th» 
j).i,,;,, sni.ih supporters were Jub.laut 
because of the preponderance of Bos- 
ton residents and the fart that a 
'number of them had been close to 
the Boston mayor in his oanipalgns. 
They intimated the mayor had dif- 
ficulty In drafting delegates outside 



his own circle of acquaintances. Only 
two of the original list of delegates- 
at-large came from places outside the 
Hub. 

Mayor Curley, however, was enthu- 
siastic. He said the slate was repre- 
sentative of many different interests 
In the state. Including labor and 
veterans and would be bound to at- 
tract attention :and support. The 
mayor said the strongest feature of 
his slate was the absence of poU- 
Uiclans. He said the Smith slate was 
all politicians and would have to de- 
pend on the machine while his slate 
would be favored by the rank and 
file. 

Coincident with the announcement 
of the slate Mayor Curley opened 
headquarters In a Boston hotel and 
the next night gave a banquet to 
the Roosevelt delegation, announcing 
I at that time the complete district 
slate. It was a very enthusiastic 
gathering. The mayor spoke outlin- 
ing how the campaign would be con- 
ducted and then called upon others 
to speak. 

I'rofeBsor Wamlmugh Does It 
Among them was Prof. Eugene 
Wambaugh of Harvard university. The 
. professor dlscus-sed the Democratic 
outlook and the optimism that Roose- 
velt's candidacy would in.spire and 
then branching off suddenly he spoke 
of the South's unwillingness to ac- 
cept a candidate of Mr. Smith's re- 
ligion. The professor did not use 
these exact words but he discussed 
briefly the difficulty of hoping for 
Democratic success with a candidate 
wlio could not overcome this attitude 
of religious intolerance.

Rev. James G. Lane, pastor of the 
church, was elected chairman of the 
permanent committee and Charles 
Jackson was elected secretary-treas- 
urer. The chairman was authorized 
to call a meeting when any further 
action should be necessary. 

Representatives llavey and Sulli- 
van and Attorney Sullivan of the 
corporation counsel were present and 
exi)lained Mayor Curley's effort to 
get the Legislature to grant permis- 
sion to the City of Boston to reim- 
burse the ciizens whose houses were 
damaged by the explosion. The matter 
is at ])resent in the hands of the 
Rules committee upon whose favor- 
able report the matter will be given 
to some other committee who in turn 
will report to the Legislature recom- 
mending favorable or unfavorable 
action. In the mean time, except for 
urging the committees to act, there 
is nothing which the home oNvners 
can do. The houses injured were 
mostly on Edgemere road, where tha 
explosion occurred, Hinsdale road and 
Washington street.

THE STANDING OF MAYOR GURLEY ' 

In a period when there is much talk of "big shots'' it is 
particularly gratifying to the friends of Mayor Curley to 
discover that he is one of the "big shots" politically in the 
judgment of President-elect Roosevelt. 

This means that while the mayor may not obtain every- 
thing that he seeks in the form of patronage, he commands 
such influence that he will be able to exert the proper 
influence in behalf of loyal supporters who risked the 
chance of meeting political oblivion by standing with him in 
the espousal of the Roosevelt candidacy a year ago. 

What the mayor wants and what he will get in the way 
of an appointment for himself, it is recognized that he will 
come close to obtaining whatever he really wants. 

It is probable that a federal appointment will force him 
to resign as mayor. It is very apparent that he cannot hold 
both jobs even though there are no legal preverr.tives. Bos- 
ton is too important a city to have a mayor who commutes 
between this city and Washington or who undertakes to 
direct municipal affairs during brief weekend visits. 

Those who claim to know say that the mayor will 
reluctantly abandon his municipal office if he is called to 
take an important federal position. 

In anticipation of such a development the city council 
acted wisely this w^eek in delegating as its president Council- 
lor Joseph McGrath of Dorchester. If Mayor Curley resigns 
he will be succeeded by Mayor McGrath because it seems to 
be certain that Mr. Curley would not force the taxpayers to 
assume the cost of an avoidable special election. 

Mr. McGrath is recognized as the ablest member of the 
city council. He has had adniirable training to hold any 
elective office. Four years of service in the legislature and 
five in the city council have equipped him to carry on the 
work w^hich Mayor Curley has started. 

If Mr. McGrath has the opportunity to act as mayor it is 
assured that he w^ill characterize his service with a sound, 
intelligent and wise administration of municipal business. 
Such an opportunity might possibly be the stepping stone to 
the election of Mr. McGrath as mayor. The voters could do 
much worse.

JUDGE CONNOLLY, one of the most 
able Democrats In the state ol 
Maine, loved and revered by the 
people of Portlnnd for his honesty antl 
forthrlghtness. was one of the Ritchie 
admirers, The bond between them 
could easily be understood after 
hearing the Judge discuss the prohi- 
bition question. There Is probably no 
man in the whole country better in- 
formed on the arirumenU agaln.st 
prohibition. A teetotaler, .Judge Con- 
nolly is sincere In hla belief that the 
law has been harmful. Over a peilod 
of years he has ama.s.<ied the most ex- 
tensive and Informative library of 
fact* concerning the operation of the 
law in any person'.s po.s.^es.'iion. He 
seems to have about every newspaper 
clipping ever printed on the subject 
and each Is catalogued and Indexed 
In his flies for Immediate reference. 
The Judge was a candidate for 
Congress on the Democratic ticket 
thl» year In the First Maine district 
where Congres.sman Beedy waa re- 
elected by a much reduced margin. 
I During the cflmpalgn prohibition 
' wa.« the big l.s.?ue with Beedy strong 
for retention of the present law. The 
Judge discu.s.scd the .subject one night 
while Sen. David I. Walsh sat on the 
platform,

The Judge was not «oid on 

Roosevelt but he sen.'sed the difficulty 

i Of diverting the sentiment that was 

apparent for the New York governor 
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on the eve of the campaign. He be- 
lieved It could be more effectively 
combatted by insisting that the con- 
vention hold to the tradition of per- 
mitting the, delegation to go uirtn- 
•tructed. Failing that he gave grave 
consideration to organizing a ticket 
of delegates for Governor Ritchie, In 
the belief that the popularity of 
the Maryland governor might rout 
the Hooscvelt forces or at least 
through a fusion with the Smith 
supporters stop any instructions lo ' 
j the delegates. ' 

i<one of his plans developed al- 
though at the convention he was op- 
po.sed to ln.^lrucU'd delegate.s and al.sa 
upoke on prohibition. 

The night before the convention 
Tl.^tlng new.spapermen sought a man 
high in the organization who had 
been honored with high oftice. They 
asked him what the convention would 
do. knowing that he was one of the 
few who would be aware of the or- 
ganization plans, Emphatically he 
said the delegation would not be In- ( 
structed. He pointed out that Maine ] 
Drmocrntji never In.structed and would 
not do .so this time. 

Imagine the surprise the next day 
when he was one of the prime mov- 
ei-.s in ihe movement for a delegation 
m.-^tructcd for Ro is: veil. The move 
threw the convention into an up- 
1 roar. There were shoufjs and cries 
and tumultuous confusion as the vote 
was taken. Tne convention could 
not settle the question at the first 
session and adjourned until the aft- 
ernoon when the "instructors" won 
by a coxnfortable but not large mar- 
gin. Farley had been right about 
Maine, 1'ho delegation from that 
state went pledged to Rooeevclt. 
I Naturally there wa« considerable 
speculation after the convention as 
to why Maine DemocrtH,s had broken 
tradition. One explanation that 
gained credence in In.Mde circles in 
that the in.strurtlon of delegates came 
as a great surprise and blow to the i 
Smllh organization, which was then 
endeavoring to counter-balance the 
New Hampshire defeat. ,

Mayor Hague of Jersey City, one 
of tiie smith leaders, the story goes, 
got In touch with Maine leaders sev- 
eral days before the convention and

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eally to aid the Democratic party in 
that state. The need of funds for

Jim Farley somewhat discredits the 
explanation, however, with the asser- 
tion that no presidential campaign 
W.1S ever conducted more economical- 
ly. Just the Same It Is difficult for 
old time political observers to be- 
lieve that there was not something 
behind the sctue.'i that iaspired Maine 
to pledge Its delegates in defiance of 
tradition. 

.laolison On The Scene 
There waS much excitement the eve 
of the convention. Bob Jack.soa was 
there to keep a watchful eye. He 
wanted an Instructed delegation and 
he sat In at a conference of leaders 
that lasted until very early the next 
morning arguing the point. It was 
after this conference that at lea«t 
one man who had been against 
pledging astounded his confidants by 
Joining In the movement for instruc- 
tion for Roosevelt. 

Jimmy Roosevelt was a visitor on 
convention day but did not remain 
long. He saw some of the leaders 
and put in his usual enthusiastic 
and arduous work for his dad.

The fear was short-lived for once 
the Smith forces opened their cam- 
paign with the big guns in action the 
sentiment was evident. There was 
every indication in the crowded rall- 
ies and the enthusiasm that the old 
ardor for Smit,h had been awakened. 
The only question was whether the 
Roosevelt slate could break through 
In some vulnerable spot; whether 
Mayor Curley blrn^elf could not gain 
a place and thus weaken the solid 
front for Al. 

There is little need to recount the 
details of the primary campaign in 
Mas.sachU5etts. It brought into play 
the showmanship of both taction.s and 
gave the voters the most interesting 
and spectacular battle for votes in 
the history of the state. 

Mayor Curley was active for a 
month before the Smith organiza- 
tion got Into action. During that 
time rallies were held throughout 
Ma.ssachusetts. It was a trying task 
for Curley for most of the time he 
was facing crowd.? that were hostile 
taecau-se of his opposition to Smith. 
Yet everywhere he went much of the' 
hostility was disitelied under the spell 
of his oratory. Those who came to! 
Jeer remained to cheer, not becau.'* 
they were with Roosevelt perhaps 
but becuu.w of their admiration lor 
Curley's ability. The American voter 
Is above all a good sport. 

Mayor Curley determined that the 
Roosevelt campaign should be carried 
to every section of the state under 
his leadership and for two weeks he 
carried on an intensive schedule of 
rallies. The mayor was not daunted 
by the popularity of Governor Ely 
In the Western part of the state. He 
went to SprinRfleld where a tremen- 
dous crowd thronged the auditorium 
to hear him speak. As in other places 
much of the crowd came through 
cifrlo.sity but the Hub executive 
didn't care just bo long as he hai 
.the opportunity to tell them why 
Roosevelt should be nominated. 

Mayor Curley even invaded the 
home city, Westfleld, of Governor 
Ely. There was some diflticulty over 
a hall there but the mayor spoke 
and got some applau.5e and some 
boos. Certainly the campaign was 
carried Into Westfl;ld for the psy- 
chological effect. It revealed that Cur- 
ley did not fear the governor's per- 
sonal strength. 

His rally In Worcester was one of 
the largest of the pre-prlmary cam- 
paign. Hundred.^ crowded into Mc- 
cha.iles hall, Worcester, wa« fairly 
well w^ld on Smith and before the 
r.tllj nnri e.'l'ort wiis made to woi'l

up a nostiuty to the mayor. Many 
In the audience came with the in- 
tention of heckling. Roosevelt sup- 
porters in Worceslor met the mayor 
as he entered tlie hall and told him 
of the situation. The: Inquired as 
to the line of talk he planned to u«e 
on tills "hostile" audience. They ad- 
vised that the mayor disregard his 
advance release and invoke all his 
powers of eloquence to dltslpate the 
animosity. Those who were present 
win never forget that oratorical ef- 
fort. Without notes or any written 
guide the mayor 'talked for more 
than an hour Injecting wit and patho.s 
and argument that kept the vast au- 
dience tense. He moved it to laugh- 
ter. He moved to wild applause. And 
those who had come to scofT and 
heckle remained to cheer and pro- 
claim his talk one of the most mas- 
terful political addresses they had 
heard. 

Worcester Cheers 
When the mayor had concluded 
every intimation of hostility had 
faded. Even those who did not agree 
with his support of Roo.sevelt were 
unanimous that he deserved a cheer 
and as he concluded the applause was 
tremendous and sustained. A univer- 
sity professor who had come to ob- 
serve declared that it was the most 
ma.itertul oration and presentation of 
a ca.se he had ever heard. He hud 
been skeptical of the reputation the 
mayor had gained as an oiator but 
he s.t. In his seat virtually hypno- 
tized by the perfect flow of English 
that came from the mayor's lips Id 
orderly sequence end with perfect i 
gesture and emphasis. 

(Smith (iiins Bark 
In the meantime, however, the 
Smith forces were not Idle. They cohr 
served their energies until the last 
H.o weeks. Then Senator Walsh, Gov- 
ernor Ely, Senator Coolldge and the 
other "big gun.s" of the organization 
swung into action. They also went 
to every corner of the state. Tlie 
eloquence of Walsh and Ely aroused 
tlie Smith men a,s never before.

that the country needed. It was on 
this basis that campaign ob,=,ervers 
told Parley that "there Is a different

The enthusiasm and the tlze of the 
crowds that greeted the Smith speak- 
ers very soon Inspired Governor Ely 
and Senator Walsh with a confldence 
that the Bay State delegation to the 
national convention would be pledged 
to him. They were certain that this 
would have happened even though 
they made no campaign but tliey 
could not sit idly without effort be- 
cuu.se it would have been d,lrimental 
to the confldence in the oi-ganlzation.

BOSTON, Jan. 27.-The Board of 
Tax Appeal.^ \s under fire. Several 
bill.s have been filed with the Gen- 
eral Court calling- for its modifica- 
tion or abolition, and lively hearings 
have been held, especially that of 
last Monday on the abolition bill 
introduced at the behest of Mayor 
Curley of Boston. The head of the 
Law Department of the city de- 
clared before tho Ijegielative Com- 
mittee on State Administration that 
"If the board continues in it.s pres- 
ent form and with its present poli- 
cies it will drive every city and 
itown In the State into bankruptcy." 
It was at this crowded hearing; that 
one speaker, well known to be out 
of sympatiiy with the policies of 
iMayor Curley, said: "We don't 
have to wait for the abolition of 
the board for Boston to go bank- 
|rupt. it s bankrupt now and he 
.knows why" (meaning the .Mayor). 

This l)oard is an cxpeiinient of 
two j-ears' .staniliiig. believed to be 
unique in the United Stales and an 
object of inquiry in many coun- 
tries. There has been some ac- 
cumulation of ca.scs since it began 
to function in 13ecember of IDSO, 
but its friends point with satisfac- 
tion to the record it has made. 
Philip Nici jls of this city, one of 
jthe foremost tax experts of the 
country, sent a message to be read 
!at a hearing la.st week in which he 
'iflald: "Criticisms come lai-gely 
from those who deem it an outrage 
that a taxpayer should have a 
chance to be heard at all and Jus- 
tice finally afforded him. ' 



OUl System Was Slow. 

The previous method of dealing 
with tax cases had been unsatisfac- 
tory. For decades any taxpayer 
who considered iiis valuation wrong 
or his tax unjust could carry his 
complaint to the county commis- 
sioners, and thence to the former 
Board of Tax Appeal. Decisions 
were much delayed. There was a 
right of appeal to the Superior 
Court, which always has a crowded 
docket. The General Court estab- 
lished the new board on the thooiy 
that a court which dealt only with 
ta«t cases would become expert in 
all related problems, and would be 
able to handle cases much more 
rapidly. 

The "board really is a court. It 
administers oaths, summons wit- 
nesses, subpoenac.-; documents, ren- 
ders decisions in writing, and pub- 
lishes these as precedents and for 
general information. Its proceed- 
ings are comparatively informal but 
there is no suspension of dignity. 
There are three members appointed 
by the Governor for normal terms 
of three years, the first appoint- 
ments having been staggered. All 
three of the original members are 
with the boaril today. They are 
Alexander Holmes, who had served 
a score of years as Deputy Tax 
Commissioner; Alexander Lincoln, 
a lawyer and tax specialist of Bos- 
ton, and John D. Wright, for years 
in the State IIou.se in various capac- 
ities and a private secretary to 
former Governor Allen. 

Between the day it began to func- 
tion and last Dec. \, a period of 
just two years, 1,484 cases were 
filed with the board. Of these 4S1 
have been decided, 193 were with- 
drawn, 108 are not ready for hear- 
ing and 694 are awaiting hearing, 
while a few others have been dis- 
posed of otherwise. The decisions 
are final as to facts. On questions 
of law an appeal to the Supreme 
Judicial Court is possible. In the 
two years there were fourteen ap- 
peals and only two or three re- 
versals. 

Onrley Always a Oltlc. 

The present assault on the board 
is due to the large number of real 
estate cases it has to handle. 
Mayer Curley has been a severe 
critic almost from the start. Of 
the cases pending on Dec. 1 804 
were real estate cases and 682 of 
these came from Boston. 

Tho main argum.'nt of the critics 
was stated by this city's Corpora- | 
tion Counsel thus. "When the real ' 
estate gambles of some years ago 
were at their peak, valuations were 
Increased, but not to a great ex- 
tent. Now persons who were 
caught in the gamble are at their 
wit's end to know what to do and 
are going to the board to seek 
enormous reductions for tax assess- 
ment purposes." _ _ \ 



i.*w u.ohc:iivi\:ia KiL tile ooaru iiold • 
that extravagant municipal ott\-' 
clals have scaled expenditures and \ 
valuations at 1929 levels and now 
are resisting any proper reduction 
of valuations because their spend- 
ings would thereby have to be re- 
duced in like measure.

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SENATOR WALSH PLAYS POLITICS 

In contrast to denials that Senator David i. Walsh would 
exercise his authority to select the recipients of important 
federal appointmnets in Massachusetts, he has let it be 
known that he will interest himself in the nominees of ' 
President-elect Roosevelt for collector of internal revenue 
and United States attorney. 

These are two of the three major posts to be given to 
Democrats. The coUectorship of the port is conceded to 
Joseph A. Maynard, chairman of the Democratic state com- 
mittee. 

The effort of Mayor Curley, who is expected to transfer 
his activities to Washington before the end of March, to land 
the appointment as revenue collector for City Treasurer 
Edmund L. Dolan apparently has failed only because of the 
notice of Senator Walsh that he will have his say in the 
matter. 

There are scores of candidates for United States at- 
torney, more for the United States marshall, and thousands 
of aspirants for lesser jobs. It is certain that 95 per cent of 
the Democrats who have picked out jobs for themselves w^ill 
be disappointed. 

The attitude of Senator Walsh is that of the shrewd 
politician. He will stand for re-election next year and he is 
keeping his political fences in excellent repair. By remaining 
1 aloof from the controversies over minor federal jobs he will 
refrain from antagonizing Democrats who might plunge the 
political needle into his candidacy next year if he eased them 
from jobs which they felt certain of grabbing. 

Senator Waish can be expected to steer a very beneficial 
course for the next year. He will of course cast the vote of 
his coUeague, Senator Coolidge, along with his own, but that 
important function will have no effect upon the outcontie of 
the senatorial contest next year. 

It is obvious that Walsh anticipates that he will meet 
Mayor Sinclair Weeks of Newton as his Republican foe. The 
sagacious Demcorat, who has forgotten more political plays 
than most of his party associates know, will keep his hands 
clean in the distribution of patronage. If he limits his interest 
to two key men he will avoid serious pitfalls.

The Five Departments 

It works out like this: The department ot

Dear Sir — 1 am in receipt of an order 
from the City Council which favors the 
enactment of legislation providing for the 
improvement of World War Memorial 
Park and for the construction thereon of 
an adequate public bath house. 

A new bath house was built at the 
World War Mernorial Park during the 
years 1929-30. This bath liouse is of 
brick and concrete and is considered one 
of the best bath houses in the depart- 
ment. 

It is possible to .-idd sddifiOiijii iockcrs 
if same wece> necessary. 

The bath house has been adequate for 
this location up to the present time. 

In the building of this bath house a 
oew site was selected which allows of 
bathing for a ionner period than was 
possible at the old location. Over 30.000 
cubic yards of sand was pumped on this 
beach dtiring the past year. The area in 
front of the bath house is sanded yearly 
and the department will have this beach 
area in first-class condition before the 
opening of the bathing season in June. 

An item has been inserted in the bud- 
get for the year 1933 to renovate the ten- 
nis courts and ball field. 

Plans have also been prepared to con- 
nect the World War Memorial Park with 
the Airport, by the building "f a walk 
from the new road to be constructed in 
the rear of the Army and National Guard 
Hangars. 

The Board does not feet that legisl.itive 
enactment is necessary to improve the 
World War Memorial Park.

A ROOSEVELT CABINET, 

As .SOO-. as the gmoke luid cleared 
away at -er the campaign ot last fall, 
.speculations began wltli regard to the 
makeup of the next cabinet. One of 
the point.? of discussion referred to 
the part that the Sinitli faction would 
have in tlie administration. There 
was perhaps a rather general expec- 
totion that an attempt would be 
made to restore harmony by appoint- 
ing: some prominent supporter of 
Governor Smith, if not the former 
Democratic candidate himself, to a 
cabinet position. At least It was 
thought that places might go to 
prominent Democrats who had taken 
no part eitlier way in the pro-conven- 
t:on contest. Newton U. Baker, Owen 
D. Young and Governor nitchie were 
among those mentioned, who had 
been either actively opposed to the 
nomination ot Governor Roosevelt, or 
coldly neutral. 

Mr. Young took himself out of the 
picture by a staiement as positive as 
.such a statement could be. It is not 
known, however, that Jlr. Roosevelt 
ever wanted him. it has not trans- 
pired tiuit Mr. Baker was consid- 
ered; neither does it appear that ho 
would have refused to consider an 
appointment as secretary of State. 
Able as Mr. Baker is, probably the 
I selection of one who has audi a rcp- 
! utation as an internationalist would 
i have had a tendency to create a prej- 
udice against any plan of war debt 
settlement that would have had the 
fcifect of reducing the amounts to be 
paid to this country. Governor Uit- 
chlo's appointment as attorney gen- 
eral, the post for which he was oc- 
casionally mentioned, would have 
been roundly denounced in some 
quarters, because the Maryland gov- 
ernor, besides being a wot, is tliought 
10 have an exccs.sive leaning toward 
"the big interests." 

As for Mr. Smith himself, there 
has never been a hint based on wliat 
has seemd to be reliable inform,atlon, 
that he has been in a receptive nu)od. 
Tu liave invited him to a place in tiic 
inner councils ot the administration 
would have been a dangerous move, 
fidiy as likely to produce discord as 
lo iiromote liarmony. There should 
be the utmost mutual confidence be- 
tween a president and his cabinet: 
and public utterances of Mr. Smith, 
never retracted, have made it evident 
that he would h.ave entered the cul)- 
inet with a certain amount ot dis- 
trust of his chief. Politically, It may 
be added, he is too big a man for 
the place. Williiim J. Bryan was 
sympathetic with President Wilson 
at the start, but he %vas not the suc- 
cess as a cabinet ollieer th.it a les.i 
outstanding Democrat would have 
been. That might well have proved 
to be the case, even if he had really 
b<;en fitted for the position ot secre- 
tary of Stale.

At every point Mr. Roosevelt's cati- 
inet selections have seemed to be 
discreet, from the viewpoint of a/ 
president who wishes to build up a 
strong personal organization without 
giving offense in the process to those 
v.ho are not of his faction in the 
party.

Mr. Roosevelt's nomir.atlo i on the 
fourth ballot was a terrific disap- 
pointment to the Bay State dele- 
gates, l-'or 12 hours— 9 p. m. Thurs- 
day to 9 a. m. Friday they had 
remained in the stifling heat of th« 
convention hall to insure their votes 
would be cast for Smith. Three 
ballots were taken during that ex- 
citing night. Tired, hot and dirty 
they had gone to their rooms and 
lumbled into bed early Friday 
morning rejoicing that with the 
third ballot, Roosevelt was 86 votes 
short of the necessary two-thirds. 
They believed he had been slopped. 

Governor Ely was parucularly 
chagrined at the turn of events. 
His disgust at the convention choice 
was plainly evident. On each bal- 
lot he had announced Massachu- 
setts' 36 votes for "Alfred K. 
Smith." It was the one ray of sun- 
shine in the Bay State gloom — It 
had rcmiiined steadfast to Smith to 
the end, even when it was evident 
nothing could stop Roosevelt after 
McAdoo had delivered California 
and Toxa:, to liim as tiie fourth 
ballot began. - 

In contrast to the dejected utti- 
tide of the Smith supporters from 
the Bay State, was the jubilance of 



the Mayor Curley faction. His 
friends from home began to boom 
him for high office in the party 
councils. The talk ranged from his 
selection for a cabinet post to can- 
didacy for governoi- if Governor Ely 
did not become reconciled to the 
Roosevelt nomination. 

The mayor was present on the 
convention floor the Friday eve- 
ning of Roosevelt's nomination and 
joined in the jubilant uproar, sur- 
rounded by his band of faithful 
followers who had been with him 
virtually .since the " convention 
opened. 

Did Not Vote for Garner 

With Roosevelt selected as the 
presidential candidate Massachu- 
setts took little interest in the se- 
lection of his vice presidential run- 
ning mate the following day. In 
fact, when it became evident Speak- 
er John N. Garner would be chos- 
en, as the roll call progressed, Gov- 
ernor Ely was so disturbed he did 
not rise to record the Bay State's 
36 votes for the Texan when his 
.'tate was reached. 

The official records probably 
show Massachusetts voted 36 votes 
for Garner. If they do it is Incor- 
rect. Mas.^achusetts made no re-' 
sponse in the roll call for vice pres- 
ident and purposely refrained from 
s<j doing. 

I.ooking back to the events that 
led to Roosevelt's nomination ,i 
bring.s into relief an interesting pic- 
ture of political maneuvering. It 
disclo.5es Jim Farley, the new post- 
master-general, as an •excejitional 
leader, and reveals Mayor Curley 
as a valuable lieutenant. 

William Gibbs McAdoo, Wilson's 
secretary of the Treasury, and the 
man who fought Smith to the bit- 
ter end in 1924 is generally given 
credit for making possible Roose- 
veU's nomination. But McAdoo did 
not accomplish it single-handed. 
Ho gave the final public expression 
to the fulfillment of the plan 
worked out behind the scenes by 
Farley, Louis McHenry Howe, Ma- 
yor Curley, William Randolph 
Hearst and others who were in- 
terested in the Roosevelt Candida-, 
cy. 

McAdoo came to Chicago before 
the convention as a Garner man. 
Hearst wanted Garner, He had giv- 
en him the aid of his extensive 
newspaper holdings to advance his 
candidacy. McAdoo had campaigned 
for Garner in the presidential pri- 
maries in his own state of Cali- 
fornia, where he was himself a 
candidate for the United States 
Senate. California had declared ita 
prefereiicir for the speaker. Yet, 
despite evei-y aid given to Garner . 
by McAdoo and Hearst hU total '.

NEED FOR SHARt 

SALARY REDUCTIONS 



Mayor of Boston, Though 
pppot-ed Also to Discharg- 
ing Employes, Forced to 
Face Matter 

Boaton, March 14— As the city 
finance commission conducted an un- 
|pi-ccedented examination of every 
jltem in tho city budeet, llayor Curley 
lyesterday wa.') compelled to consider 
tho nece.ssity of disoharfring 2000 city 
and county imployes and cultins tlie 
salaries of 20,000 others on a Kliding 
scale, it wa.s learned last night. 

Although the mayor has per.sl.stent- 
ly oppo.'^ed .salary cuts and j-educ- 
tion,s in per.-mmnel, recent dcvflop 
nicnt.s have forced him to jjivo scriou.s 
Bttenfon to the wage slashe.s, which 
would go into effect early next month. 

The reductions proposed are: 

Ten per cent on salaries from $1000 
to $2000; 

Fifteen per cent on salaries from 
$2000 to $3000; 

Twenty p"r cent on salaries from 
1,1000 to $4000; 

Twenty-tlve per cent on $4000 or 
more. 

Reduction in personnel would be 
obt.iineil by the elimination of un- 
neccasary permanent, and all tem- 
porary employes. 

If thcge recommendations aro put 
f^to effect it i.s bflievod that the 
blidffct nil. bo cut $5,000,000. Sincn 
January city and county employes 
have contrlbute<l on a sliding scale 
.based in earnings, but the bulk of the 
[contribution has been made by high- 
jer-paid ofiicial.'i, who contribute 10 
per cent. Those receiving $1600 or 
I less give 4 per cent. 
I Joseph Joyce Donahue, a member 
lof the finance commission, opcne<i tho 
attack on tho budget when ho criti- 
cized the expenditure of $2,%,000 for 
stenographic reports of the city coun- 
(cil session.s, which, he said, conid be 
[eliminated without handicap to tht 
mavor or the council. 

Further study oC the budget by i^ho 
full conimis.sion has shown that many 
Pconomles can he effected. When the 
budget examination Is complete it is 
expected that the l>oards. ivith Chair- 
man Frank A. Gooiiwin dissenting, 
will recommend: — 

A straight salary cut for all city 
«nd county employes to reduce the 
19S,'; budget of $37,591,000; abolition of 
,Tpll" unnecessary positions; elimination 
of nonra-x'iitlal si^rvlce.s and postpone- 
Ompt of (■xpen<liture3 hitherto accept- 
ed Vis flxtmf'.s. 

' Tlie J37, .'!)!, 000 flgin-e does not In- 
clude school costs, the maintenance of 
»evenue-pro(hiclng departments, or 
debt requirements. Tho school com- 
mittee has consistently reduced Its 
budget and recently, by failure to ap- ■ 
proprlato, carried over to this year a 
sum representing 80 cents on tho tax 
rate. The only substantial reduction 
in school costs must come from a sal- 
ary slash. 

The finance commLislon win nrrfc 
through the l^cgi.'iliiture lo tak.^, I'roni 
the control of the mayor the alloca- 
tion of budget Hema.

It was rather difficult to under- 
stand your editorial "Thiee Hills 
or Seven?"

There were a few of 
course, who had not been ho dc- 
Toted to Smith, who were ready to 
fall In line behind Koosevelt, but

The 
delegates did not have Mayor Cur- 
ley on their train. He had gone 
out with his own party, and he 
came baclc with them. Some of hlf> 
more rabid opponents in the regvilar 
delegation eeenied to blame him 
for tho defeat of Smith and open- 
ly •xhiblted their hostility in their 
tallt. One delegate prepared a ban- 
ner that was anytiiiug but com- 
plimentary to the Hub mayor, but 
at Governor Ely's direction it dis- 
appeared while the delegate slept. 
The governor does not believe In 
that brand of politics. 

But where there was an atmos- 
phere of gloom on the Smith train 
thsrs wn* unrestrained Joy in the 
Curley camp. Overjoyed at the 
success of Roosevelt In his fight for 
tlie nomination Curley plimged into 
a busy rovuid of Chicago activities, , 
delaying his departure for home ' 
»ntll Sunday. Several of his lieu- 
tenants hurried home by air dcler- 
jnined to give him a rou.sing home- 
eomlng. His faithful band gathered 
around him with perpetually smil- 
ing countenances. 

Ely «nd Curley Homecoming 
It was a Joyous homeward trip 
and nearlng Boston tho mayor 
nipde one of the first radio speeche.-i 
»v(cr given by radio from a moving 
train. Even as little bands of faith- 
ful Pmlth men h:id r'^ected the re- 
turning delegates ut the train sto])a, 
so also was,-th» mayor greeted along 
the li^* <^ railroad stations by 



tiioiie eager to see the man who 
had risked Mb political future to 
fight for Koo.sevelt in his home 
state. 

Governor Ely had been wel- 
comed in his liome city of West- 
field by virtually all of liis fellow 
citizens. They came with bands 
and banner.s to show their devotion 
and their admiration for his won- 
derful nominating speech. They 
came to show they were proud of 
him even in liis defeat. 

Mayor Curley rolled into Boston a 
Nortli station in the early evening 
of July Fourth. The .station con- 
course and the streets leading to 
the building had been thronged 
for hours witli eager thousands 
Thousands more lined the streets 
over which the procession of home- 
coming was to pass to the Com- 
mon, where amplifiers had been 
erected in the Parl<man bandstand. 
True, some in the huge crowd, con 
servatively estimated at 200,000 had 
come out in celebration of the holi- 
ri.ny, to enjoy band concerts and 
the annual display of lircwurlis. A 
number of them were city employ- 
es, probably some with the Idea 
that the maj'or would be a power 
in tlie Roosevelt administration and 
it might be well to be observed. 

But tho crowds that filled the 
streets, the extensive decorations 
and the marching organizations 
that particii>ated In the parade 
could not be entirely charged to 
holiday celebrators. The mayor 
cams from the station to the din 
of tremendous applause. It was 
heightened & few moments later 
when Jimmy Roosevelt and his 
wife, who had arrived at tlic South 



he rode along. Banners welcomed

A Triumph 

There was an impressive array of 
officials participating In the exer- 
cises and the mayor was presented 
with many floral offerings, which 
he later sent to hospitals. He en- 
tered into the spirit of Jubilation 
by speaking his opening sentences 
in Spanish, which he remarked he 
had acquired during his Porto 
lUcan alTiliation. The mayor made 
an impressive speech on the ability 
of Governor Roosevelt, but there 
was no rancor or bitterness in his 
talk. He referred to none of the 
unpleasant incidents of the piimary 
campaign. The mayor had changed 
o\er night from a fighting cham- 
pion of Roosevelt to a wise con- 
ciliator. From that time on hLs 
attitude was one of frier.dliness to 
his enemies, an eager determina- 
tion to bring luu'mony. 

Tho spontnniety of the recpntion 
to Curley when he returned home 
will long be a subject of debate.

Working: for Harmony 

Immediately after the Chicago 
nomination of Roosevelt tho.se who 
had been affiliated with the "stop" 
movement began to consider their | 
position. Senator David I. Walsh 
was the first to advise that the con- 
flict must be forgotten and that ' 
the Democrats must get together 
and stand behind their nominee.

Reconciling Governor Ely to the 
Ro.sevelt choice became one of the 
major problems of the organiza- 
tion of the president-to-be.

He early urged Gov- 
ernor Ely to be a candidate for re- 
election, paying his tribute to the 
manner in which he had conducted 
the affairs ot state and pointing 
to him a.s a leader that the party 
needed.

Although it 1.S not generally 
known there had been a decided 
move on foot to elect Larue Brown, 
a prominent Boston attorney and 
classmate of Roosevelt, chairman 
of the committee. It was felt by 
some that it would be better to 
have the committee headed by a 
full-fledged Roosevelt enthusiast 
The movement gained such ground 
that efforts were underway to line 
up votes for Brown the night be- 
fore the meeting. For some rea- 
son the plan was suddenly aband- 
oned and Joseph A. Maynaid, col- 
lector of the port in the Wilson ad 
ministration was elected as com- 
mittee head with the approval of 
both Governor Ely and Mayor Cur- 
ley, and to the satisfaction of most 
of the members. 

The mayor and the governor sati 
side by side at the dinner table dur 
ing the meeting. And when the 
mayor .-ipoke he was generous In 
his praise of the governor. Har- 
mony was the prevading spiiit. 
Seeking Ely's Friendship 
Early in ./uly it became Iniown 
the Roosevelt forces were so anxi- 
ous about Governor Ely's silence 
that James A. Farley had been 
commissioneil to take the first steps 
to bring aliout recoiiriliation 
Eventually, Farley went to .Spring- 
field where he had a conference 
with the governor. Just what 
passed between the two men h.as 
never been disclosed, except that 



they rather frankly expressed their 
feelings. When Governor Ely left 
Mr. Farley, there was no breaking 
of his silence but that the resist- 
ance was lessening wag evident 
from his agreement to meet Mr. 
Roosevelt personally at the execu- 
tive mansion in Albany. 

The principal benefit of the Farley 
confoience was to give Bay State 
newspapermen a more ample ap 
rireciation of the man who was to 
play such an iTiiportant part in the 
Roosevelt sweep. 

The early arrival;; among the 
correspondents found Farley In 
comfortable lounging attire, sitting 
down to a meagre breakfast. He 
invited them to eat with him. The 
days and nights had been strenu- 
ous. He had spent several hours 
in a I>ullman berth but there was 
no sign of physical exhaustion In 
his athletic frame. There was pres 
ent that confidence that was evei 
so marked. While he was dressing 
the telephone rang. 

"No I don't think that's a good 
spot for you to spout, " he said to 
his caller on the other end. 

"Leave that to me. Say, don't 
make my lips crack, No you do 
as I tell you. Well if you want to 
run over there all right but I'll 
take that up with you later." 

"One of your subordinates'r 
queried a correspondent. i 

"No, the governor," said Farley 
just as if talking to presidents-to- 
be was nothing out of the ordinary 
And that's just the thing that im- 
pres.ses about Farley. There is none 
of the fawning or fetching in his 
makeup. He says what he means 
regardless ot the person and he 
thinks rapidlj'. 

Ely Sincere 

Tliere are observers who believe 
that Governor Ely employed excel- 
lent strategy to get himself out of 
what they call an unpleasant nit- 
uaiioii In being so rabidly anti- 
Roosevelt. They have contended 
that by announcing his candidacy 
for re-election after the conference 
with Roosevelt and Farley he made 
it appear that they had asked him 
to run again. That does not seem 
a true picture to this observer. 
Governor Ely was really chagrined 
at the failure ot Smith to be nom- 
inated. He did not have at that 
time the confidence in Roosevelt 
that he has today. He was not 
over anxious to run again because 
he did want to get back to law and 
Mrs. Ely does not care to have him 
in public life becau.ne it takeg him 
so much away from home. The 
governor knew that he could hard- 
ly walk out on the party, that he 
would have to be a c.-itdidatr afrnin 
unless there was some way decently 
to avoid It. He rather hoped some- 
thing would occur so that he could 
retire although he realised it would 



be a miraculous happening. But in 
the meantime while he waited he 
was determined to tike his time 
about it and do It In his own way. 
The governor can act with direc- 
tion, decision, and speed, but he 
cannot be hurried if he does not 
want to be. He was also some- 
what loath to commit himself tc 
Roosevelt \inreservedly withoul 
knowing how thoroughly their ideas 
on public questions coincided. 
The Conference 
The Albany conference when H 
came on . July 27 added little but 
speculation to the situation. Thf 
governor continued his silence bu 
let it be known he was in a mor 
friendly attitude toward the can- 
didate for president by making it 
clear he would announce his posi- 
tion later, and that it depended en- 
tirely on Mr. Roosevelt's adherence 
) to the Democratic platform with 
its Smith-advocated, planks in his 
first post-convention radio talk. 

Govei'nor Ely talked with Gover- 
' nor Roosevelt for two hours in the 
f|uiet of the Albany mansion while 
50 newspapermen wailed in the 
shade on the lawn for the result. 
This meeting had become of such 
nation-wide importance that vir- 
tually all the large newspapers had 
their special correspondents pres- 
^ ent. Like the Farley conference, 
their discussion was never dis- 
closed. Some say they talked over 
all the issues, the candidate out- 
lining his views on subjects In 
which Governor Ely was interested. 
Others say they talked only of Mr. 
Roosevelt's attitude on power and 
^ prohibition. Unofficially It became 
known that it was very unlikely 
that Governor Ely'g promised state- 
ment would be unsatisfactory to 
Mr. Roosevelt. 

The conclusion of the conference 
brought a most embarrassing situ- 
ation to both Governor Roosevelt, 
and Governor Ely. A score of 
newspaiiermen swooped down upon 
the two execptives as they sat to- 
gether in a swinging seal on the 
mansion porch demanding to know 
it the conference had been satis- 
factory.

THE speechrnakinf; ciimpaiKn 
uhic'.i Mayor Cuiley embark 
cd upon for~"RrT\ Roo.icvpll 
was more extensive, more enthus'- 
iastic, and more colorful than that 
of any other .speaker in the Demu 
cratic organization. It wa.s equalleti 
only by the presidential candidate 
himself. Some idea of it.s magni- 
tude can he gained from the mere 
statistics of it. The journey covered 
on the trip by train, airplane ami 
automobile was approximately 
10,000 miles. The mayor made JOJ 
addresses in 3.3 days, both in pub- 
lic assembly and by radio. In fact 
he rarely spoke when his address 
was not broadcast. 

The reception he received, and 
the enthusiasm he engendered l.s 
more graphically revealed by some 
of the incidents that marked hit 
invasion of the West. 

Five thousand persons paid an 
admission fee to hear him at South 
Bend, Ind. More than 7500 per-' 
sons paid admission to hear his 
address at Milwaukee. Selected by 
President William Green of the 
American Federation of I^abor to 
Rive the Labor Day address at {Sol- 
diers' Field in Chicago, he spoke to-- 
75,000 persons, in addition to those 
who heard him on the Nationwide 
honk-up. Everywhere it was the 
same. Large audiences and en- 
thusiasm. They came to hear about 
Franklin Roosevelt, but the mayors 
oratory and versatility moved thern 
to demonstration. 

It will be recalled that during 
the trip Mayor Curley was the 
guest of the National convention 
of the American Let;ion at Port- 
land, Ore. His address in criticism 
of the treatment of the bonus army 
then in Washington, made him one 
of the outstanding favorites of the 
Legionnaires who cheered bin 
wildly. Again at Hollywood he 
won favor when he addressed a 
grovip of movie st.".rx and studio 
employes. 

Perhaps the inosl uxciLuig inui 
dent of the t'-ip occurred while

West, the cause of Democrai.y was 
making steady gains in Massachu- 
setts, The battle became more In 
tense as the "big guns" of both 
paities were traiiied on llie Bay 
.'^tate in the closing weeks. 
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Alnyor Curley ami hi.s .':on, l^eo, 
were flying from Los Angeles to 
San Simeon to be the guest of 
Vv'illiam Randolph Hearst, The 
party traveled over the Ventura 
Valley. A forest fire, 100 miles in 
length and .SO miles in width wa.s 
raging. The plane was about 5000 
feet above the fire when suddenly 
the heat waves began to toss it 
about. It became necessary to 
ascend to a height of 10,000 feet 
to escape the heat waves. . 

The Ubiquitous Curley 

It may seem to the average ob- 
server that Mayor Curley is too 
frequently and loo extensively in- 
truded into this chapter of tlie Bav 
State's part in the 1932 presiden- 
tial campaign. It is generally rec- 
ognized, however, that no one Dem- 
ocrat took a more prominent part. 
An accurate record cannot overlook 
this dominance. Not only was It 
the primary fight or the western I 
trip. In many other ways his per- . 
sonality was injected. It is doubt- 
ful If now any mayor in America 
is more widely known. This has ' 
been demonstrated by the wide 
sprsad editorial Interest in his re- 
ward at the hands of the adminis- 
tiation. 

Mayor Ciniey in a talkie on the 
"Foi-gotten man" went all over the 
nation. Mayor Curley in Califor- 
nia did much to aid McAdoo win 
the senatorship. Looking back over 
the newspapers of the country you 
find him in the headlines frequent 
ly, even in distant places, and often 
in the editorials. 

The college chancellor at Den 
ver who paid tribute to the excel- 
lence of method as well as mater- 
ial employed by the mayor in the 
campaign, anticipated the reportei 
of the final meeting of the wosteri. 
trip who wrote: 

"Curley is a phenomenon o( 
.American political life. Though his 
formal education extended only as 
far as the sixth grade, he uses 
faultless grammar and diction, 
spiced with an authentic Back Ba^ 
accent. There are classical and 
1 isliniral allusions thronghmit ht.- 
spceches." 

While Mayor Curley was aioirsing 



Secretaiy Mills, Secretary Wil 
l)ury. Secretary Adams, and many 
other Republicans of national rep- 
utation reinforced the state's own 
ariay of men prominent in public 
service to bolster the faltering G. 
O, P. But it only spurred the Dem- 
ocrats to greater effort. Governor 
F,ly throwing aside ail restraint 
gave little attention to hia own 
campaign for re-election, to urge 
the cause of Roosevelt. The Dem- 
ocrats had the advantage in cli- 
maxing their great effort with vis- 
its by "Al" Smith and Mr. Roose- 
velt himself. Mayor Curley ar- 
rived home in time to participate 
in the concluding days of the cam- 
paign events. The old ugly rumors 
that he would not be permitted to 
have a very active part lifted their 
heads. But they were figments of 
fancy. Not only did he have K 
prominent place in the program 
when Mr. Roosevelt greeted thou- 
sands at the Boston Arena, but he* 
was on the platform when Smith 
spoke, as was virtually every other 
member of prominsnce in the par- 
ty. The acme of harmony appeared 
to have been achie\ed. 

The I'erennial Idol 

Mr, Smith came to Boston to a 
greeting fully as enthusiastic as 
when he came four years previous- ■ 
ly as the presidential nominee. 
Fifteen thousand people crimming 
every inch of available space in 
the spacious Arena continually in- 
teirupted his remarks with pfo- 
longed applause. They grew en- 
thusiastic when he declared the 
"bigotry" of the 192S campaign was 
manifesting itself in the pre.«!Pm 
contest, in an attempt to arouse 
Smith supporters to a protest at ihe

I erally believed the purpose of his 
Massachusetts trip was to repay bis 
debt to the Bay State governor 
more than to speak for the na- 
tional ticket. He contented bini 

I self with a graceful tribute to the 
governor at the close of his ad 
dress. Throughout his talk he fre- 
quently mentioned Roosevelt and 
Garner, declaring at the outset he 
had come to New England to ask 
"for the unqualitled faith and com 
plete support of Franklin D. Roose 
velt for president." 

Smith Leaves ISo Doubt 

The extent to which he went fo; 
the Democratic nominee was the 
; focal point of observance for more 
j than 80 newspaper correspondents 
They came from all over the coun- 
try to see if "he would go the dis 
tance," on the strength of reports 
that the result in New England, 
and particularly Massachusetts 
t depended on Mr. Smith's attitude. 
It was clearcul and decisive. He 
evidently must be given some cred 
it for the Democratic sweep in the 
Bay State. 

There are those who also believe 
that it was in the Boston speech 
'• Smith dug the political grave of 
George H. Moses of New Hamp- 
I shire. Tt was in this address thai 
he gave, him the part of "Hawk- 
I ghaw, the Detective," in the politi- 
( cal drama employing devastating 
I ridicule and sarcasm in the de- 
scription. The Arena Unigh echoed 
' around the nation. 

Smith explaintd after the addre .s 
he had intrnded to lavish tribute 
on Governor Ely. He had talked 
for an liour on national issues 
When he concluded this section of 
his address he paused briefly to 
come down to local issues. Much 
of the crowd misunderstood. It be 
Ueved he had finished. There was 
a movement to leave. Smith is a 
.■real stiulent of audience psychol 
oj,y. He saw in the instant he con 
' eluded it would be more effectiv; 
and impressive to be brief and sen- 
timental than to extend his re 
marks. He was right. The au- 
dience, halted its movements to 
ward the exi..-. an 1 turned to hear 
the feeling tribute. 

"X could v.uik myself up lo a 
white heat," said Smitii, "I could 
spend half an hour on this plat- 
form, but I ean only say what 
comes quick to my Ups from a sup

Smith passed from Massachu- 
setts to New York through crowds 
of enthusiastic thousands at every 
railroad station. They cared not 
what he said so long as he spoke 
and waved his brown derby. 



Ke|>ublican Kehiillal 

As a counter attraction to Smith's 
visit to Massachusetts, the Republi- 
cans on the same night brought 
into the state Secretary of Labor 
William N. Doak, Gov. Stanley C. 
Wilson of Veimont and Congress- 
man James M. Beck of Pennsyl- 
vania, regarded as the best in- 
formed man on the prohibition 
qiTestion in the country. 
- In essence they defended the 
Hoover administration and charged 
Mr. Roosevelt and his associates 
with a campaign of misrepresenta- 
tion. 

One of the Republican highlights 
during the hectic closing weeks was 
the visit of Secretary Mills to Wor- 
cester, where in the presence of a 
capacity audience he paintd a 
graphic comparison between Presi- 
dent Hoover, "the leader who is 
bringing American out of the de- 
pression," and Governor Roose- ■ 
velt, "the candidate with a philos- 
ophy of desjjair who has no defi- 
nite program for reconstruction. ' 

Much as Smith had aroused the 
Democracy of Massachusetts the 
great moment of the Democrats j 
was to come in the four days be- 
ginning October 29. when Ml. 
Roosevelt made his invasion of 
New England, to follow the trail 
the "Happy Warrior" had blazed. 
Before the day of his departure. 
Smith met him in Albany. He 
cheered him with his report of the 
New Engl.nnd situation. It was 
'one of the few love feasts these 
two leaders had during the cam- 
paign 

|{i)i)s(\ ell (limes 
Mr. Roosevelt with motor caval- 
cade crossed into Massachusetts 
shortly after noon on Saturday, 
October 29 above Williamstown for 
what was literally to become h 
triumphal procession. Governor 
lOly, Sen. Marcus .A. Coolidge, 
Chairman Joseph A. Maynard of 
the state committee, and men who 
had been his classmates at Har 
vard, met him at the state line. 
There was a brief exchange of of- 
ficial greetings. Then the caravan 
started. M. Roosevelt made It plain 
he would riake no addresses. As 
the process ion mover over the Mo; 
hawk Uaii ^''^UP^^ numbering from 
the huruireds to thousands gathered 
in the vilWge squares or along the 



nuiin streets, content to get a 
glimpse of the presidential nom- 
iree and jubilant when he waved 
his hat and smiled. In some cen- 
ters the crowds v.ere so dense prog- 
ress of his automobile was blocked 
and he was forced to say a word 
of greeting. At nightfall he arrived 
at Groton to see his sons, Franklm, 
Jr. and John, and to renew the 
scenes of his prep school days. 

'I'he Sabbath day at Groton was • 
a busy one for the presidential can- 
didate. The highlight came in the 
afternoon when he told a group 
from the Massachusetts Progres- 
sive league the solution of present 
difficulties would come from men 
who^may differ in parties but who 
have the same ideas of government. 
Mr. Roosevelt called the day one 
of rest though it tired his retinue 
of secretaries. He worshipped in 
the Groton school chapel at 11, gave 
a luncheon talk to the students at 
1.15 and from then <m leceived 
more than 500 visitors and con- 
ferred with a number of Demo- 
cratic leaders. In the evening he 
gave a radio address appealing to 
citizens to help in caring for the 
jobless. 

If the ride over the Mohawk 
tiail had been triumphant it is dif- 
ficult to find adequate adjectiveu 
to describe the third day of Mi. 
Roosevelt's New England march. 
His arrival in Boston, which ended 
an all day tour that took him from 
Groton through New Hampshire to 
Portland. Me., found the streets 
outside his hotel jammed tight with 
a cheering throng. 
I The presidential candidate ban 
' risen early at Groton to begin 
the jouiney to Maine, the first 
Democratic candidate to go there 
since 1896. Thousands turned out 
in Lowell, Lawrence, Haverhill to 
greet him as the next president. 
Democratic celebrities met him at 
the New Hampshire line. As he 
whirled rapidly through the rural 
sections, housewives and their men 
folks waved from the roadside. 
When the official patty reached 
Portland more than 10.000 cheering, 
yelling people thronged the streets, 
and 5000 more were in the auditor- 
ium where he was to speak. 

Seldom has a candidate encoun- 
tered such entluisi.asm on a trip. 
. At many points hundreds of school 
children waving American flags 
lined the roadside to cheer and 
applaud. 

A Triumph 
Nearing Boston on th° return 
from Portland the crowds increased 
in size. The party made its wiv 
through Somerville. Chelsea. Ko 
siio, Cambridge and other nearby 
cities with the greatest dilTiculty. 
Police were powerless to fight back 
(be mobs. Mi. Roosevelt, appar- 
. iitly not the least fatigued^ by the 
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strain of the day, waved and smiled 
and shook hands with those who 
'Doarded his machine. 

The governor had halted only at 
Salem. He had expressed a desire 
to visit Ballard Hill, scend of stor- 
ied witchcraft. .Nearly 5000 per- 
sona had gathered chere, but when 
the cold mist descended they sought 
.shelter in the state armory. For 
nearly two hours they waited, and 
when Mr. Roosevelt's car arrived 
they demanded it be driven into 
the armory where he spoke brief- 
ly. 

The climax of the third day was 
his Boston speech, one of the major 
addresses of the campaign. Prom- 
ising action for the restoration of 
American economic life he roused 
an audience of 10,000 to a wild burst 
of enthusiasm. 

The promise was the high spot ot 
an address in which he had com- 
pared the "Democratic program of 
dellnite policies," with the alleged 
"indirfcronce and incapacity" of lii.- 
-Republican opi)uiicTit. 

Mr. Roosevelt's discussion that 
night was tempered with several 
thrusts at President Hoover, and 
those who "are resorting to the 
gospel of fear to keep the party 
in power." 

The dignity of the office of presi- 
dent had suffered, he told the au- 
dience, since Mr. Hoover realized 
that he, Governor Roosevelt, had 
really become a candidate. 

He charged Mr. Hoover had mis- 
quoted him in one of his speeche.i 
and that he had substituted per- 
sonalities for argument. 

"I shall not yield to that temjjta- 
tioii." he said dramatically, amid 
applause. "I have the deepest re- 
spect for the office and for the 
person of the president." 

Faltering TOuthusiasm 

The Boston Arena while com- 
foil,-ibly filled did not present the 
crowded appearance that marked 
the visit of "Al" Smith. The ap 
plause at the outset and conclu- 
sion ot the talk was more restrict- 
ed. The body of his address was 
received with respectful attention 
and frequent salvos of appUiusn, 
but the contrast to the wild out- 
bursts that so oftcr interruped 
Smith v/as marked. 

It may have been the chilly air 
in the Arena, or a lack of interest, 
but when Mr. Roosevelt was half 
way through his address a couple 
of "hundred or more walked out. 
The few who made for the doors 
started an exodus. When Mr. 
Roosevelt concluded there wc>]e 
many empty patches ot seats. 

There was no questioning the 
cordiality of the reception when he 
came on the stage. There seemed 
to be little differenc between the 
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governor. The crowd cheered lust 
ily, threw confetti from the gal- 
iarips, blew horns and rang bells. 
The demonstration lasted exactly 
the nine minutes of the Smith re- 
ception, and continued again for a 
minute of more when the candi- 
date was introd\iced. 

Again there was no question of 
the solidarity ot Democracy. Mayor 
Curley and Governor Ely were 
prominent on the platform with 
other party notables. 

Governor Ely aroused a demon- 
stration with his first remarks that 
he was glad to see the Democratic 
party united for the rest of this 
campaign. 

"I want to play my part in thai 
unidcation," he declared. 

Ely Comes Through 
He paid tribute to the force of 
character, energy and patience of 
Mr. Roosevelt and stamped him as 
a man of earnestness, sincerity and 
capability, eminently filled for the 
presidency. 

Mayor Curley also spoke for 
Roosevelt with an earnestness that 
won applause. He kept the crowd 
laughing- with his vritty thrust at 
President Hod^er. 

When he was introduced a wo- 
man kept shouting "Hurrah for the 
delegate from Porto Rico." The 
Boston executive smiled good na- 
turedly until she subsided. Later 
in his address a young ■voman 
shouted, "What about our chicken 
in the pot?" The mayor responded, 
"Well, I guess that's a proper ques 
tion for a chicken to ask." 

Mr. Roosevelt's final day ot his 
New England invasion was a repe- 
tition of the previous days. That 
night he rested in the executive 
mansion at Albany for the final ef- 
fort of his campaign in Newaik 
and New York. 

During his four-day visit he had 
traveled through four New Englanc; 
states, Massachusetts, Maine, New 
Hampshire and Rhode Island. It 
was estimated he had motored ap- 
proximately 700 miles and had been 
greeted by upward of 250,000 peo 
pie. 

Roosevelt's Physical Vhility 
He had established two fiii;t>- 
quite definitely and beyond dis- 
pu(e. The whispered stories that 
he is physically incapable because 
of the attack of infantile paraly- 
sis, he -fought off so courHgeously 
were canards. He had shown, even 
in the fickle New England weather, 
an endurance that had exhausted 
those boasting of hardiness. He 
had demonstrated that he was a 
friendly, human man with nttran- 
tive personal qualities. His way- 
side speeches had been tinged with 
tlie inform-nl j)ei'.';onnl tourit, n Ir, 
cal atmosphere that Inspired one to 
believe he knew the problems of 



tho.<>e with whom he talked no mat- 
ter what their station. His know-l- 
edge ot New England anfl n.s ex- 
tensive acquaintance in these states 
had given him opportunity for local 
references that opened hearts to 
him as a friend, breaking down the 
aloofness that one associates in- 
stinctively with a candidate for 
the presidency. 

Worcester, Providence, Spring- 
field and Hartford were the princi- 
pal centers in the final day ot 
demonstration in New England. 
Sizeable crowds stood for hours 
in a cold rain that at times became 
a downpour to get a glimpse of Mr. 
Roosevelt and give him a noi.-sy 
greeting. 

Although the heaviest rain of the 
day's trip came when his motor- 
cade reached Worcester, hundreds 
of men and women tell In behind 
a band and in water-soaked cloth- 
ing escorted him over the line of 
march. In Salem square there were 
several hundred to give him voci- 
ferous greeting. He spoke briefly 
into the microphone o'f a loud 
speaker that was passed Into his 
car. 

Providence greeted him with a 
band and bursting bombs. Fifty 
thousand people thronged the Ex- 
change place mall. More thousands 
were on the street. Springfield had 
a crowd of several thousand wait- 
ing for three hours. At Hai-ttord 
more thousands were waiting to 
greet him with Governor Cross. 
- Mr- Roosevelt and his party gave 
Brookfleld a thrill when he stopped 
for luncheon at the Brookfleld inn, 
in the same room where George 
Washington had partaken of re- 
freshment. 

When he left Massachusetts the 

campaign was virtuall.v over in this 
state except for the novelty Inject- 
ed when Governor Ely with the 
starlit skies for his studio and the 
country depot at Charlton for his 
sounding board, paused in a dash 
from Southbridge to Worcester, to 
broadcast a radio speech from his 
automobile, the first ot its kind 
ever attempted. 

Massachusetts in the election 
could only contribute to President 
Roosevelt's .sweep, but no state in 
the Union focused such attention 
or had such a vital part in the 
presidential campaign. No chapter 
in its political history has opened 
with such dismal outlook and 
closed with such supreme satisfac- 
tion for political leaders, 

.Strife and bitterness were forgot- 
ten by the Democrats ii their com- 
mon cause. They rejoiced that 
Piesidcnt Roosevelt was elected. 
They were happy at the triumph ot 
Governor Ely. They recognized the 
trr-mondriis service of M.'ivnr f'lir- 
ley, and vvcir- i.ol. disl.uih<:rt tliat 
the future might bring him iinpai- 
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DCtinOTrn nnnoRDI ir pointed minister. In 1924 Mr. Gih-

Mayor James 1\I. Curley of Bos- \ 
ton places the blame for collapse of 
municipal governments and for oth- 
er business troubles upon the banks 
and bankers. He cites instances of 
moves by the banking interests for 
special consideration by the city. He 
said in a recent statement: — 

"I am afraid," he said in speak- 
ing of the depression in business, 
''tiiHV the day of reckoning is sftill 
to arrive and that its time will 
greatly be hastened tlimugh reduc- 
tion of municipal employes' salaiies.- 
Up to this time this group has been 
the only one not to feel the grip pf . 
fear through reduced earning power.' 
"In the Sunday newiipapera Mr 
Carl r. Dennett, a re))resoiitative of 
the banking interests, discussing the 
municipal credit, directed attention 
to the fact that 700 municipalities 
throughout the nation have already 
defaulted. 

"He neglected, however, to in- 
form the public that 10,000 banking 
institutions either failed up or clo.sed 
out during the last 10-year period, 
In many cases funds of these, mu- 
mcipaiilies were defaulted in these 
banks, so th.it the primary cause of 
municipal bankruptcy is duo to 
causes beyond their control but 
largely within control of the bank- 
ing institutions. ' 



"If the banking institutions had 
arranged their own houses in or- 
der municipalities of the country 
would have continued to function, 
with rather scant possibility of mu- 
nicipal bankruptcy. i 
"The real trouble of the Hoover \ 
administration was its change from j 
the policy of Abraham Lincoln of a i 
government of the people, by the 
people and for the people, to a gov- 
ernment of the bankers, by the bank- 
ers and for the bankers. The change \ 
'Ihas proved most disastrous through- ; 
out the country. 1 

"I . am seriously concerned with 
the concentration of wealth' by a 
few. At city hall, Herbert L. Wins- 
low of Exchange-street widening 
fame has filed requests for abate- I 
ments of taxes regulated on prop- 
erties that would amount to $12,- 
SOl.lOS. 

"Included in the properties on 
which he requests abatement is 
the First National bank building, 
amounting to 57,000,000, and the 
Old Colony building, amounting to 
$2,720,000. These reductions of as- 
sessments represent a value in ex- 
cess of 25 per cent, and is equiva- 
lent to the reveime the city would 
derive from taxes upon SOO homes 
or $6000 ta.^ assessment in eacbj 
home. ! 

"You get some idea of the enor- ' 
mity of these figures when in this 
one case alone such an abatement 
would be equivalent to the entire 
tax revenue for a fairly good-sized 
town in the United States. 

"When we realize that the Bos- 
ton & Maine railroad has secured 
abatements amounting to $4,000,- 
000; the Consolidated Gas company 
1 amounting to $3,000,000, we canap- 
I preciata the raids that have been 
I made on the city treasury for fur- 
1 ther abatements. 

I "Alexander Whiteside, the pseudo- 
reformer, whom 1 have called the 
1 public enemy No 1 of Boston, has 
{too requests for tax abatements erf 
tile. 

"If money is to be saved through 
salary reductions of city employes 
then we must launch a campaign 
against this mercenary group who 
at a lime of depression do not hesi- 
tate to plunge into the armpits of 
the city treasury what has been 
borne by small home owners."
